eraline” is submitted, together with interesting 
correspondence bearing on this latest product 
for flour adulteration, and editorial comment 
as tothe proper course for a miller or retailer 
who desires to use it.—The Pillsbury wheat pre- 
diction. 

Special—Fac simile of the front page of the 
first issue of the Northwestern Miller, published 
25 years ago, 

Minneapolis—The flour output decreased _80,- 
000 bbls to 227,470, against 306,440 the previous 
week.—Only nine mills were running Tuesday, 
and a small output is estimated for this week. 
Sales were barely 50,000 bbls on the week. 

Foreign—For the week ending May 18, flour 
was quoted dull and lower, with more comfort- 
able feeling as to — A foreign test for 
the baking quality of flour,—Text of the French 
order reducing import duties on flour. 

Cable Reports—Glasgow reported complete 
stagnation in flour, and prices were 2s to 5s 
lower per 280 lbs.—Liverpool market is very 
dull, with the market nominal at about 1s lower 
on all grades.—London, dull, with buyers pur- 
chasing for immediate wants only. 

Toronto and Canada—An instance of flour ex- 
port business was noted during May, and the 
opinion is held that Canada will hereafter take 
larger place in the flour export business.- 
Wheat was well sold out on the advance. 

_Hungary—The milling situation was not en- 
tirely satisfactory a month ago, and curtail- 
ment of production was in prospect. 

Head of the Lakes—No flour was made, and 
all around dullness was the feature.—Figures 
on the month’s business are given. 

Dakotas and Northern Minnesota—Country 
mills were not doing much, many having sold 
their surplus wheat. 

St. Louis and the Southwest—One car of new 
wheat was received from Texas, the first ship- 
ment of the new crop.—Flour was reported dull 
and on lower level of prices. 

Kansas City—Flour was quiet, with mills run- 
ning part time, 

Oklahoma and Texas 
were favorable. 

Chicago and Wisconsin—Mills were taking 
care of old orders, new business being very mod- 
erate.—The flour market was considerably de- 
moralized. 

Milwaukee—The flour output was 
over 8,000 bbls, and business was quiet. 

Valley of the Ohio—The flour output was 
small, and millers agreed that a very light busi- 
ness was transacted. 

_Toledo—Flour mills were down most of the 
time, production being 1,000 bbls. 

Tennessee—Flour prices were down about 56c 
per bbl, and general dullness was noted. 

Boston—Considerable re-selling of flour was 
observed, and the effect-was unfavorable on the 
market. 

New York City—The flour market was not 
healthy, due in part to re-selling, which created 
considerable demoralization. 

Buffalo—The week was one of the dullest ever 
experienced,—The Erie canal was opened with 
a light business. 

Rochester—Mills were generally closed down 
and the trade was without much life. 

Baltimore—The week was very dull for flour. 

Philadelphia—Theye was moderate demand 
for spring patents, otherwise the flour market 
was dull and without leading feature. 

Michigan—Flour was very dull and mills re 
ported small business,

reduced 


FRIDAY, JUNE 3, 1898. 

AFTER an individual reaches a certain age 
he is inclined to let his birthday pass by 
with as little notice as possible. The annu- 
al reminder of his increasing age is rarely a 
welcome day in the calendar. It is too apt 
ta recall the fact that the thin spot on the 
top of his head is increasing its area, while 
the crop of gray hair is growing greater and 
whiter. A publication, however, having no 
fixed limit to its existence, looks upon each 
returning birthday as a sign of renewed life 
and an evidence of increasing permanency 
and value. It therefore rejoices that one 
more year has been added to its record and, 


caring naught for the limit of three score 
years and ten allotted to mere man, finds its 
birthdays a subject for congratulation. Age 
is but relative. While twenty-five years 
would be a ripe old age for a fresh egg, let 
us say, it is but the beginning of existence 
for a negro minstrel joke. This month the 
Northwestern Miller finishes its first quarter 
of a century. As it expects to be very much 
alive in the year 3,000, it does not feel at 
all ancient now; hence has no desire to ig- 
nore its birthday. On the contrary, it is 
glad to mark the passing of its days of in- 
fancy, and hopes that its maturity will 
mark an equally satisfactory advance. 


Peruaps no better idea of its progress can 
be made than by comparing the fac simile of 
some of its earlier @itlens with the North- 
western Miller of today. We do not feel 
that this is a time for boasting over past 
achievements, if for such there can ever be 
a proper timne, but perhaps it is an appro- 
priate time to renew our promises to do all 
we can to increase the value of this journal 
to the trade it represents and to make every 
effort possible toward a higher and better 
standard of trade journalisin. The late A. 
K. Ostrander, founder of the Northwestern 
Miller, in his time did much to make this 
journal both honest and successful. Mr. 
Hoppin, his successor, advanced it still fur- 
ther, and Mr. Palmer, who followed him, 
greatly widened and increased its influence 
and value. The present management has 
endeavored, by conscientious and continu- 
ous effort, to put the Northwestern Miller of 
each year as far as possible in advance of 
that of the year preceding. It feels that the 
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members alone are authorized to use it, hav- 
ing been so licensed by the secretary. It is 
duly registered, and has been protected by 
law in both the United States and Great 
Britain, so that those who are not members 
of the league, and who attempt to use it, 
can be legally proceeded against. The use 
of this trademark is becoming general 
among millers who belong to the league. It 
is being stenciled, or printed, on their 
bags, sacks and barrels. The flour-buying 
public will become familiar with it as soon 
as flour, now being made by league mills, 
comes to market. Its appearance on a bag 
of flour indicates thut the maker has made 
an affidavit that he manufactures only pure 
wheat flour, and has given a thovsand-dol- 
lar bond to that effect. Circulars explain- 
ing the meaning of this stencil will be sent 
to the flour importers of Great Britain and 
the continent, and to the individual mem- 
bers of the bakers’ associations of Great 
Britain. The secretaries of these various 
associations will also be notified of the ex- 
istence of this design, and its significance, 
when found on a bag of American flour. At 
the same time, the domestic flour trade will 
be notified to the same effect. Gradually 
the whole trade is beginning to realize that 
the Anti-Adulteration League is making a 
strong and determined stand against the 
spread of flour adulteration, and that its 
members intend to practice what they 
preach.

Insoluble in hydrochloric acid, 95.59 per cent. 
The material is feldspar, and contains a 
small amount of clay (as an impurity). It 
is a mineral found quite abundantly in 
many localities. HarkY SNYDER, 
Chemist. 


CoMMENTING on this analysis, Professor 
Snyder says: 

‘*This is feldspar, containing a little clay. 
Feldspar is a mineral which is used for mak- 
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ing the glaze on porcelain. If used as an 
adulterant in flour it would be most de- 
cidedly injurious to health. This material 
is in a very fine state of division, and being 
insoluble and indigestible it would seriously 
interfere with the digestion and absorption 
of food, to say nothing of its action as an 
irritant. ‘Mireraline’ hasa_ shiny feeling. 
and leaves a highly polished surface. It is 
one of the most insoluble substances found 
in vature. In order to get it into cendition 
fer analysis it must first be roasted with 
strong fluxes at a high temperature. Con- 
centrated hydrochloric acid dissolves less 
than 5 per cent of it.

adulterants. Corn-flour adulteration was 
but the first step in the downward path, 
‘*flourine,’* with its sulphuric acid, was the 
second, while such beastly compounds as 
‘“nineraline’’ mark the sub-cellar of degra- 
dation into which the miller can fall before 
he is finally wiped out. We are glad that 
‘*mineraline’’ has made its appearance; we 
do not believe that any miller in this coun- 
try. although he descends so low as to lie 
and cheat, will, for the sake even of the 
promised $400 to $1,600 per car profit, stoop 
to murder, and meantime ‘‘mineraline’’ 
will stand as an object lesson—an ominous 
sign marking the extreme limit to which 
those who once yield to the adulteration 
tersptation can go.

Today’s heavy decline in 
wheat, however, is regarded as placing flour 
upon a basis more in keeping with general 
conditions, and some millers look for for- 
eigners, and perhaps domestic buyers, to 
take flour more freely. It was hard for the 
average miller to find language in which to 
express his disgust at last week's trade in 
flour. Business was wofully dull, the poor- 
est, many said, experienced in years. 
There were those who sold absolutely noth- 
ing, while those making the best showing 
as to orders taken were ashamed to give re- 
ports. The sales of Minneapolis mills proper 
approximated 55,000 bbls, against 95,000 the 
week before. Foreigners seemed to be 
wholly out of the market, and millers, when 
asked to quote prices, were frequently un- 
able to do so, from not being in touch with 
the market. Even clears were unsalable, 
and some mills accumulating them. With 
a decline in wheat, these grades are not ex- 
pected to be reduced in price in the same 
proportion as are patents. They did not ad- 
vance as rapidly as putent, and can hardly 
decline as fast. Of late, first clear has been 
freely offered at $1.50 or over below patent, 
where ordinarily, 75c is a fair difference. 
Patent prices are a good deal unsettled, and 
close quotations could hardly be obtained 
today. It was said that an excellent quality 
could today be bought at $5.90 per bbl in 
wood, while the price most generally asked 
was $6.10@6, 25,

There has, the past week, been some talk 
of flour rates to the Atlantic seaboard be- 
ing advanced 24¢@41¢c over the rates which 
go into effect June 6, but it is thought to be 
hardly probable that this will be done. as 
higher rates would be regarded as a condi- 
tion that would promote heavy cutting. 

Northwestern mills reduced prices of flour 
today (Tuesday) 40c per bb], and were hold- 
ing patent at $6.35 per bbi, in sacks, 30 
days’ draft, for delivery in lowa, Illinois 
and Wisconsin points, outside of Chicago 
and Milwaukee; bulk shorts at $13.50 per 
ton, and bran at $12.50, in mixed cars, 30 
days’ draft. 

Ocean rates are very 
declining. Northwestern mills are selling 
practically no flour for export, and the 
steamship lines are therefore obtaining very 
little business. Millers who recall the inde- 
pendence of the steamship people just after 
the declaration of war, in refusing to quote 
positive rates,do not sympathize with them 
very nuch in their present discomfiture.

The water power company, with a view = 
meeting all possible contingencies in case 
of high water and freshets, will construct a 
new wasteway or canal on the east side of 
the main apron.

The wasteway will be 300 feet long, 
with substantial side walls of wasonry, and 
will have an apron, built of’ heavy timbers, 
240 feet in length. This improvement will 
be undertaken at once. 

M. O. Nelson, formerly manager of the 
mill at Lisbon, N. D., experimented while 
there with goose wheat, and its adaptability 
for flour making. This wheat has generally 
been looked upon as ae unfit for milling 
purposes, but Mr. Nelson’s experiments 
lead him to believe that this estimate of it 
is not altogether warranted. Farmers 
around Lisbon had raised more or less for 
feed purposes, owing to its prolific yield, 
and flour made from it and distributed 
among the farmers, gave general satisfac- 
tion. It was so well thought of that the 
farmers will this year grow a very much 
larger quantity of the wheat, and the Lis- 
bon mill will probably grind a good deal of 
it on the new crop. Goose wheat is a very 
large berry. flinty and starchy, and often 
yields as much as 45 bus to the acre. 


On complaint of A. Harrington, manager 
of the Great Northern railroad elevators 
here, the state railway commission Thurs- 
day gave a hearing to some of the elevator 
men as to the inspection of 100 cars of 
wheat. The wheat had been inspected in 
from the country as No. 1 northern, while 
the Minneapolis grain inspectors graded all 
but one car No. 2. Inspector Strait stated

inspected out now would grade precisely as 
it was inspected in. Chief Inspector Clau- 
sen said that in case of line grades they al- 
ways gave country elevators the benefit of 
the doubt. Such wheat put into public ele- 
vators almost always came out on the same 
average grade as it went in. Wheat from 
private elevators was always put near the 
line; skin-grades were the rule and friction 
common. F. H. Peavey thought, owing to 
the inequality of the 1898 crop of wheat, 
there were some discrepancies in  inspec- 
tions, but he had no fault to find with 
the work of the inspection department. 
Others testified along the same line, and the 
result was that Mr. Harrington withdrew the 
charges. 

The second session of the interstate com- 
merce commission, adjourned over from 
March, was held in St. Paul last Thursday. 
Flour rates were the only subject of investi- 
gation. The auditors and general freight 
agents of different roads gave testimony, 
and they were totally ignorant of any rates 
other than tariff, having been in effect, and 
also of any rebates or refunds being made 
to millers. After several hours of fruitless 
questioning of witnesses, the attorney an- 
nounced that the United States marshal, 
though duly vigilant, had been unable to 
subpoena several of the most important wit- 
nesses, and that without them it was useless 
to proceed with the investigation. The 
commission then announced that for the 
present the inquiry would be suspended. 
Whether this means that the august body 
will later resume its inquisition, is rather 
an interesting point, as the millers do not 
relish being singled out for special attention 
in rate matters. There are many other lines 
of business affording quite as much material 
for investigation as does milling in the 
northwest, and it is hard to understand why 
they are not given some attention as well 
as the millers. The investigation, so far 
as tangible results go, seems to have been a 
total failure. 

CEREALS AND FEED. 


Rolled oats are 20c per bbl cheaper than 
a week ago. 

Stocks of millfeed in the east are reported 
to be very low, and traders appear to be 
buying absolutely from hand to mouth. 

Bran continues to be offered by northwest- 
ern mills at Chicago at $9@9.50 bulk. which 
is considered a weak feature of the market. 

Parties interested in damaged or scorched 
grain will find the advertisement of Armour 
& Co., Chicago, in this issue, of particular 
interest. 

Cereal millers report a very good demand 
up to this time for all their products, but 
with today’s decline in prices, they look for 
a nore quiet trade. 

A. M. Fish, the feed broker, arrived home 
Saturday from a two weeks’ trip to Maine. 
In that state he says the grass crop is not 
only two to three weeks late, but does not 
promise very well as to yield of hay. 

The big cereal mills have agreed to new 
terms of payment on oatmeal. Where here- 
tofore they have given 1 per cent off for 
payment in 30 days, in future they will ex- 
act cash after the lapse of 10 days, with no 
discount. 

The Pillsbury company has registered with 
the patent office, as a trademark applying 
to wheat break fast food, the words ‘*‘ Pills- 
bury’s Pyramid Brand,’’ the ee 
of a triangle or pyramid, the words ‘‘Vi- 
tos,’’ ‘‘Wheatfood,’’ ‘‘Best Germos,’’ and 
‘“*The World'’s.”’ This company has also 
trademarked as applying to the same prod- 
uct, the words.‘* Pillsbury’s Pyramid of 
Health & Strength, Pyramid Brand, Vitos, 
The Ideal Wheatfood for Breakfast.’ Both 
have been used since July 1, 1897. 


The Minneapolis Flour Mfg. Co. has in 
its whole-wheat flour, ‘‘ Defender,’’ an arti- 
cle which is popular with those desiring a 
high-grade product of this character. This 
flour contains, besides the inner portion of 
the wheat berry, the germ, the more desir- 
able parts of the bran, and the company 
prides itself upon the product being exactly 
what it is represented to be, and nothing 
else. Owing to the strict purity of ‘‘De- 
fender,’’ the company is compelled to charge 
25c per bbl more for it than for patent flour, 
selling it in cotton sacks the same as other 
flour. Its component parts insure a bread 
that is sweet and glutinous, with unusual 
keeping qualities as to retention of moist- 
ure, and is highly appreciated by those de- 
siring a pure and wholesome dietetic article. 
For gems, pancakes and other cookery of 
this nature, this flour is especially recom- 
mended. 

Millfeed has ruled quiet during the past 
week. There was no western demand to 
mention, and bulk prices of bran suffered, 
being relatively lower than sacked. The 
eastern trade wanted only a limited quanti- 
ty of feed, and that had to be nearby stuff. 
Prices are generally easier. With the re- 
stricted production seemingly in prospect, 
well-informed traders hardly look for a 
heavy decline in prices. The production 
will have a decided bearing on the situ- 
ation. Shorts and middlings are not as 
salable as bran. Red-dog is very quiet, and 
prices show a declining tendency. More or 
less continues to go from here for export,

Minneapolis Grain Markets. 





Wheat prices during the past week suffered 
a serious decline. In this market, May 
shows a loss of 14c from the Saturday close, 
ray 8 3c and September 7%¢c. The decline 

uluth was about the same. In New 
York, May closed 18¢ lower for the week, 
with ‘July 74¢¢e and September 7c lower. The 
only future that showed any strength was 
May wheat in Chicago, where an advance of 
10¢ took place. July wheat in that market 
declined 71gc, and September 6c. The de- 
cline in Liverpool, up to Friday night, was 
equal to 44gc per bu. It is quite likely that 
the decline in the United Kingdom Satur- 
day would have been quite marked, had 
there been any of the English exchanges 
open. 

The trade has for some time been looking 
for just such a break as took place, but it is 
the general idea that the short interest was 
light, for the reason that the coatinued large 
exports and the continued strong position 
of the May and July deliveries, had a tend- 
ency to prevent short selling to any large 
extent. The market was thus left without 
much support,when prices began to decline, 
and the heavy liquidation of long wheat 
which took place, taken together with con- 
siderable short selling Saturday, culminated 
in a genuine slump. July broke 13c in this 
market, and September about half that 
much. 

The general run of the news during the 
week, as well as conditions, were mostly of 
an unfavorable nature to holders. 

The shipments of wheat from the export- 
ing countries of the world continue on a lib- 
eral scale, and crop prospects, both abroad 
and ir this country, are very flattering. The 
idea that supplies now on hand will be am- 
ple to meet requirements, until the new 
crop comes on the market, is steadily grow- 
ing. The exports during the week were 
large, amounting to 4,300,000 bus, almost 
twice as much as they were last year. The 
receipts at primary points, while not so large 
as a week ago, continue largely in excess of 
those of last year. 

Reports from France received Saturday, 
were of a bearish nature. They indicated 
that the prospects for the growing crop are 
better than ever before known, and that the 
chances are that France. this year, will be 
an exporter instead of a large buyer, as was 
the case the past year. The recent cold 
weather and rains in many portions of Eu- 
rope caused more or less anxiety as to the 
possible effect on crops. It is to be borne 
in mind, however, that the plant had a very 
good start, and that a little cold weather. 
that would cause it to root deeper, would be 
more beneficial than otherwise. Such reports 
were especially noticeable as coming from 
the United Kingdom and from Spain, 
France and Germany. In Italy, too. there 
has been some complaint about the recent 
weather, but no information is received 
showing any particular inquiry as to the 
grain crops in that country. The spring sow- 
ings in Russia are well spoken of and were 
conducted under good conditions, the weath- 
er on the whole being seasonable. A larger 
acreage was put in, except in provinces 
where good seed was not easily obtainable. 
Asa larger part of the Russian crop of 
wheat is of spring growth, a favorable seed- 


ing time is an important matter in the 
prospect for a full harvest. 
The recent conditions of weather in this 


country have been considered generally fa- 
vorable for the wheat crop, but it is alto- 
gether probable that too much rain has 
fallen in some localities. While the result 
of this excess of moisture may not be notice- 
able at present, there may be great danger 
that later on, rust and consequent blight 
may come of it. Rust is even showing it- 
self now in several portions of the south- 
west, and brighter days and drier weather 
are especially needed to bring about the 
best results. There is more danger, even 
now, of too much wet than of too much dry 
weather, in the spring wheat section of the 
northwest. But a strorg root has gone deep 
into the ground, and the plant is in unusu- 
ally good condition to withstand the effects 
of possible heat and drouth, liable to come 
in later in the season. While any calcula- 
tion now as to the result of the crop in bush- 
els is premature, there is good prospect of 
a fine stand of straw to develop the best kind 
of grain, with proper weather when the 
kernels are forming. An early harvest is 
needed to put the new grain in good condi- 
tion for grinding early in the new crop year. 

The corn market suffered considerable de- 
cline, selling down to 3144@32c for No. 3 
yellow today (Saturday). Holders were free 
sellers of futures. The cash demand is light 
and markets are very dull. 

Oats declined in sympathy with everything 
else. The only demand at present is from 
local retailers. No. 3 is quoted 27c. 
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Rye declined sharply, selling off today to 
46c, at which point the market closed—a de- 
cline of 15c for the week. 

There was only fair demand for feed bar- 
ley, at 35c per bu. Receipts were small.

Have experienced 
a good demand for rolled oats.’ 

North Dakota Millers’ Association, Min- 
neapolis: ‘‘Answering your inquiry us to 
the state of flour, would say that we have 
found it practically dead. We are making 
no sales, except in small quantities to reg- 
ular customers, who need it. Crop pros- 

ts continue fine. The milling capacity 
is curtailed, but not from lack of wheat; it 
is lack of demand for the product. ”’ 

Eagle Roller Mill Co., New Ulm, Minn: 
‘Orders for flour have come in very slow 
during the past two weeks. Existing high 

rices of wheat seem to have chased flour 

ealers out of the market for a while. Our 
mill is running steadily at full capacity, and 
it will take some time to fill old sales. The 
growing wheat is looking finely, and could 
not be wished any better. Our agents report 
the same conditions at stations where we 
have elevators. ’’ 

W. 4H. Ketzeback, Mapleton, Minn: 
‘*When best patent went to $7.40, the trade 
did not care to buy except in small lots, 
from day to day. Consequently, there was 
not mnuch done last week. With the present 
break in prices, I expect trade to pick up 
somewhat. Wecan do nothing in the way 
of export except on clears. Mills seem to 
have enough wheat for the present to keep 
running. Crop oy soy good; I think it 
never was better for this time of year.’ 

A. S. Campbell, Austin, Minn: ‘‘Flour, 
domestic and foreign, during last week was 
exceptionally dull. Still we are getting a 
few orders, but not near enough to take our 
output. We do not look for much better 
business until the wheat market is more 
steady. Buyers are all looking for low 
prices on the kind of market we have had 
for the past few days, and still they think it 
must go lower before they buy. Crop never 
looked better around here; all grain in nice 
shape and corn up six inches or more high. 
Our capacity is not in any way curtailed by 
lack of wheat, nor does it appear likely to 
be. Our greatest curtailment at present 
consists of lack of orders. The rye and 
cornmeal business is very good.”’ 

C. E. French, of L. Christian & Co., Min- 
neapolis, May 28: ‘‘The Northwestern Mill- 
er, with our last letter, had hardly begun to 
circulate, when the bulls began to throw 
their holdings of wheat, regardless of the 
price, and the low point today shows a 
break of 22c from the high point of the 
week. Do you think the statistics we gave 
them could have influenced this break? 
Three dollars per barrel for Minneapolis pat- 
ents, over St. Louis prices, and a supply of 
wheat that would last for two years at pres- 
ent demand, was certainly an eye-opener 
for people carrying 12,000,000 to 14,000,000 
bus of wheat during the month of June, 
with the existing brilliant prospects for the 
giowing crop. We have a hope, some- 
times, that our review of the market condi- 
tions may help buyers, outside of the cen- 
ters of trade, in guessing its future pros- 
pects, but did not suppose we could give 





any pointers to the bull operators here! 
Flour buyers need not figure on any very 
low prices, however, on this old crop. Un- 


der a normal demand,we have wheat enough 


for only 10 weeks’ run of the mills, and 
some of this must be carried into the new 
crop year. This condition will have a 


tendency to keep wheat high enough to pre- 
vent a normal demand for flour, otherwise 
our whole stock would be consuined before 
the growing crop was in condition to grind. 
Business in flour for the past week has been 
about nothing, but we hope for some im- 
provement when wheat prices once more as- 
suine a reasonable basis. °

At Washington, Tuesday, Senator Mason 
offered as an amendment to the war revenue 
bill, the pure flour bill. In doing so he 
made a very forcible statement as to the ex- 
tent and character of flour adulteration be- 
ing carried on. It is stated that Senator 
Mason has polled the senate and found that 
a majority of its members were in favor of 
the amendment. 





Dispatches from Chattanooga, Tenn., say 
that cutting of wheat has commenced in 
Georgia and Tennessee, and will be general 
in 10 days. 





Snow estimates that Texas, Oklahoma and 
Kansas this year will raise 100,000,000 bus 
wheat, compared with 85,000,000 last year. 
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It is easy to recite 
the story of the mill- 
ing week here. Nota 
barrel of flour was 
made, and there was 
no export to speak of. 
The domestic | ship- 
ments aggregated 5,000 
bbls and reduced stocks 
at mills that amount, 
leaving them now, as reported by the mills, 
27,990 bbls. Today the mills are down, 
though two or three of them figure on run- 
ning a few days during the week, in which 
case a small production of flour can be 
recorded. There is a demand for flour, 
both in the United States and foreign mar- 
kets, but wheat values are out of line. Cash 
wheat closed here w.ay 28 at $1.45 per bu, and 
September wheat at 85c, a difference of 60c. 
This is equivalent to about $3 per bbl of flour, 
and with the prospect ahead of buying flour 
$3 per bbl lower than now, three months 
hence, the trade naturally is loth to invest, 
except where it is absolutely required. Re- 
sellers of flour are now taking their profits, 
and help to kill what little trade would nat- 
urally come to the mills. Patents are 
stronger than clears,which are a literal drug 
on the market. Feeds keep in good tone, 
and could be disposed of in fair volume at 
good values, if the mills had the offal to 
dispose of. Feeds are only made when flour 
is produced, and since the mills are operat- 
ing lightly, the production of offal is greatly 
curtailed.

Millers do not anticipate a brisk trade for 
the next few weeks, some of them even mak- 
ing the statement that there will be no 
profitable milling again until the new crop 
comes in. Foreigners are not cabling for 
flour. They are so much lower than millers 
in their price ideas, that trade is impossi- 
ble. Total stocks of flour here, May 28. 
equaled 190,300 bbls, an increase of about 
15,500 in the week, compared with 174,500 
May 21 and 196,590 a year ago.

In May the wheat receipts at the Head of 
the Lakes will aggregate around 4.270.000 
bus. Shipments will be around 3,000.C00, 
The mills have taken about £00,000, 
leaving 750,000 as the increase for the 
month in stocks. Stocks of wheat in pub- 
lic houses May 28 were 3,885,000 bus. 
The receipts of wheat in the week ended 
May 28 were 1.300,663 bus, compared with 
1,535,086 in the week earlier, and 1,303,048 
a year ago. Shipinents amounted during 
the week to £04,058 bus, compared with 
1,087,480 in the week earlier and 2,292,340 
a year ago. The cash wheat market shows a 
decline of about 15¢ per bu, but prices are 
still too high for millers, and they are not 
in the market except for small lots now and 
then. Millers took at their elevators, during 
the week, only 38,387 bus of wheat.

W. N. Anderson, manager of the Anchor 
and Listman mills, and M. W. Clark, of the 
Edward P. Allis Co., of Milwaukee, joined 
a party of fishermen who went down the 
north shore of Lake Superior Saturday, on 
a several days’ cruise for trout. 

Coal wholesalers report that some of the 
railroad contracts were closed during the 
past week, and that, aside from this, there 
has been no large business. A very sinall 
amount of soft coal is going to the trade, 
aud no hard coal whatever. Youghiogheny 
is quoted around $2.40 per ton, f. o. b. 
docks here, and Hocking 10c¢ per ton less, 
as above. The hard coal price is nominally 
$5.25 per ton, but it is a known fact that 
the few recent sales have been made ata 
less figure. Said a coal man: ‘‘There is so 
little business in anthracite that a new cir- 
cular of prices is not warranted.’’ The re- 
ceipts of coal last week were the heaviest of 
any week this year. 

‘*There has been some little demand for 
September flour on the part of the trade,”’ 
said a miller. ‘‘The September option is 
so much lower than cash wheat or the near- 
by futures that the trade is disposed to buy 
flour for September delivery. Millers as a 
rule are not disposed to sell heavily for Sep- 
tember shipment, however, as so many up- 
certainties are likely to arise from which 
they would suffer loss before the time of 
delivery. Among them are the uncertainty 
of freight rates, prices of feeds and clear 
flour, and the additional fact that in the lat- 
ter part of the year, the flour trade is usual- 
ly good with these mills. Sales of Septem- 
ber patent cannot be hedged satisfactorily, 
and I think millers are unwise who sell in 
any amount for September delivery.’ 





H. H. King & Co., Minneapolis: ‘‘So 
far as trade last week is concerned, we have 
nothing to say. We are running on orders 
secured during the recent rise in wheat, and 
hope that buyers will be forced into the 
market again before we run out of orders. 
We don’t believe there are heavy stocks of 
flour anywhere, either on this or the other 

side of the ocean.’’

A much lighter mill- 
ing capacity is mov- 
ing. Man millers 
have sold their supply 
of wheat on the recent 
bulge, keeping only 
enough to supply an 
urgent local trade. 
They have regarded 
this as ae business, 
since they could not 
sell their flour at anywhere near the prices 
their wheat would net them. Millers are do- 





ing little or no eastern or foreign business 
at present. The trade seems to be supplied 
in those markets to a liberal aubeak y re- 


sellers, who bought before the bulge in 
wheat, and who are now taking their profit 
on the purchases. Fine weather is advanc- 
ing the new crop, and very recently liberal 
rains have placed the ground in excellent 
condition. The wheat acreage is large this 
year, and a bountiful crop is in prospect, 
good weather alone being necessary to pro- 
duce it.

W. H. Stokes, Watertown, S. D., writes: 
‘*Seasonable rains aud warm weather have 
caused the growing crops to make a marvel- 
ous growth during the past week, and it is 
the unanimous opinion of all that never be- . 
fore in the northwest has there been a more 
magnificent prospect. The only thing we 
have to fear now is freezing, for we have in 
painful remembrance the killing frosts 
which occurred later than this last year, 
transforming our beautiful green fields to 
the blackness of the newly-plowed land, and 
our wheat crop last season was materially 
injured by this unusual occurrence. The 
signal service predicts killing frosts the last 
of this month, but, as the ground is so very 
moist from the recent heavy rains, farmers 
do not anticipate serious damage to wheat 
should we have a heavy freeze. One could 
hardly imagine that flour was made from 
the cereal called wheat, judging from the 
price of the former eouapaeull with the lat- 
ter. If there is a miller who has been able 
to sell his flour the past two weeks at the 
cost of the wheat, to say nothing about the 
cost of manufacturing, I would like to have 
him hold up his hand. The Watertown mill 
is running full time, but we have about 
cleaned up back orders and are now anx- 
ious to book some more. No doubt the 
question that is coming to the minds of 
most millers is whether it is best to shut 
down the mill, discharge the help and sell 
wheat, or run full time and grind up an 
article that is at a premium in the markets 
of the world into something for which there 
seems to be nodemand. The country gran- 
aries seem to be pretty well cleaned out, and 
very little wheat is moving from first hands. 
No foreign orders have been booked the 
past_week and very few orders for domestic 
use. 

H. R. Lyon, of the North Dakota Millers’ 
Association, writing from Minneapolis, 
says: ‘‘Replying to your postal card re- 
garding crop and milling conditions, would 
say that the crop conditions in North Da- 
kota are magnificent; the four days’ rain 
has thoroughly soaked the ground, and al- 
though it is an early date to prognosticate, 
the outlook is very bright. Milling condi- 
tions are quiet, but we are doing our share 
of business. Buyers are timid naturally at 
the present high prices; should the wheat 
market hold steady for a week or 10 days, I 
think sales would increase. Jobbers who 
accumulated stocks on low prices, are now 
waking prices and selling the goods. We 
have gotten our mills in splendid shape for 
the new crop, and expect to double our busi- 
ness next year.”’ 

E. A. Morrison, De Smet, S. D: ‘‘Crops 
are all doing as well as it would be possible; 
conditions seem perfect. We find local 
trade good, but it is hard to sell flour on 
the basis of cost of wheat in eastern mar- 
kets. We are operating mill half time. **

J. R. Carli, manager Staples Roller mill, 
Stillwater, Minn: ‘‘Flour is dead dull, and 
that is all there is to it. We have not, how- 
ever been offering any, as we have not caught 
up in our bookings yet. Have not had for- 
eign inquiries, either for clears or low- 


‘grades, and we do not expect to sell any 


until wheat and flour get closer together ; 
they are too wide apart at the present time. 
If any miller in the state can pay $1.50 for 
wheat, and sell it in the east at the prices 
quoted there, and make any money, he is 
entirely welcome to the profit, as far as we 
are concerned. Our wheat receipts are very 
good, but think they are about to slacken 
now, as the farmers are cleaning their bins 
closer than they have for a number of years. 
We do not, therefore. expect a great deal 
more te come in. We have a little surplus 
of bran, but the local demand takes all the 
shorts that we can manufacture. Crops in 
our vicinity are looking well, and with the 
bountiful rains that we are having, thé out- 
look is good for a large crop.”’ 
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The harvest of wheat 
in the extreme south- 
west has commenced, 
and new wheat has al- 
ready been offered for 
sale in this market. 
The millers are begin- 
ning to make plans for 
the ensuing campaign 
for business, and are 
showing increased in- 
terest and a deterinination to get and hold 
good flour-buying connections east and 
abroad. The past week was very dull and 
uninteresting. Business dragged with the 
declining markets, and mills are doing lit- 
tle or nothing. Government contracts for 
small quantities are soon to be let, anda 
few of the mills, which ‘‘stand in,’’ expect 
to make bids. Post contracts are about 
filled, and, with the prospect of an increased 
volunteer army, comes the expectation of 





larger and better contracts. Sales were 
nore difficult to effect the past week 
than for several months. past. All 
strength and activity of two weeks 


back has been checked by the declin- 
ing market and the prospects of the new 
crop. In the export trade, there was a lack 
of interest, and offers were not in line with 
millers’ ideas of value, based on the cost of 
wheat. Business east was at a standstill, 
some little being done to this territory by 
mills west of here. The south bought most 
sparingly, and a large class of buyers want- 
ed cheap flour. 
* * 

During the week, sales of patents were 
made from $6.10 to $5.70 per bbl, the lower 
prices being late in the week. Extra fancy 
sold from $5.40 to $5.60. The mills were 
running sparingly, the output of the St. 
Louis and East St. Louis mills for the week 
amounting to 14,300 bbls. The output of 
the mills whose product is sold from St. 
Louis was given at 39,900 bbls, against 43, - 
400 last week. There was a noticeable buy- 
ing of outside flour by St. louis mills hav- 
ing government contracts. Prices of flour 
today are 25@40c per bb] below the quota- 
tions of last Saturday. Following are to- 
day’s quotations, in wood, f. o. b.

Receipts of wheat at St. Louis for the 


amounted to 149,009. bus. compared 
181,036 last week. Shipments were 
212.651 bus, against 200.117 the preceding 
week. During this spring, both receipts 
and shipments of wheat from St. Louis were 
heavier than during a similar period last 
year. St. Louis stocks are getting down, 
and the amount of contract wheat has been 
reduced to a very small figure, shown else- 
where. This elevator wheat, being held 
tirm, did not attract the attention it did 
while the markets were booming. During 
the past week the daily call of elevator 
wheat developed no buyers, and a nominal 
market, which ranged on No. 2 red from 
Monday to Saturday at $1.20@1.22, early. 
bid, and $1.25 asked. A couple of sales 
were made privately at $1.2415 in the 
middie of the week. Bids kept lower, and 
on Friday were $1.19. Today there were no 
bids on the sharp decline,and No. 2 red 
was offered freely at $1.20, about 7c under 
last Saturday. 

Speculation in wheat has lost its charm to 
many, and the market was dull in futures 
the week past. There was evidence of a 
manipulated July market, and September, 
comparatively, was not inviting. Owing to 
heavy rains, there were reports from Illinois 
and Missouri of rust development, but the 
tenor of all reliable crop reports from the 
states of Illinois, Missouri, Kansas. Texas 
and Oklahoma, were mo-t encouraging for 
a substantial crop of good quality.

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Sample wheat was in first-class demand for 
shipment, and from millers here and abroad. 
Sacked lots, No. 2 red, generally went to the 
city mills, as did also the bulk No. 3 red of 
good quality. Late in the week, a car of new 
wheat, 700 bus, reached St. Louis from Tex- 
as. It graded No. 3 red, being a small red 
berry, dark and sufficiently dry. It weighed 
5714 Ibs and sold at $1.20 per bu. During 
the week a little car, No. 2 red, went to 
millers on the east side. Late in the week 
samples went down with a boom. 5@7c in a 
short time, and were hard to move at the 
decline. During the week, No. 2 red sold 
at $1.26@1.27 early, down to $1.20@1.25 
mainly. Some fancy samples sold at $1.30. 
Late in the week, the break of 5@7e came, 
and No. 2 red today is quotable at $1.15. No. 
2 hard samples opened early at $1.25, but 
met daily declines, and today are at lowest 
figure, $1.12. Spring wheats were scarce 
and in fair demand, but prices fell, as with 
other samples, despite scarcity. Quotations 
early were $1.20@1.21, and today $1.09@1.11.

The market for millfeed was dull the past 
week, the demand froin southern sources 
having vanished when the wheat market 
commenced its downward course. Prices 
frou. Monday to Saturday on sacked bran, 
east track, fell from 60c¢ (for eastern ship- 
ment) to 56c today. Bulk bran took a tumble 
from 55c early in the week to 50c on Friday 
and Saturday. Sacked bran to southern or- 
der trade. sold at 64c down to 60c. At east 
side lake-and-rail points, the demand was 
very light, and prices were especially weak, 
today sacked being hardly salable at 56c. 
Middlings sold on east track from 7Uc to 
80¢e for fancy white on direct order. 

* ¥* 

The week in oat cereal products lacked in- 
terest. There was a decline in milling oats 
of about 2'¢c net for the week, and alsu a 
decliue in rolled oats and oatmeal of 154 25c 
per bb]. Domestic business was quite light 
and, owing to the sharp decline, orders held 
off throughout the week. In the export 
trade, local manufacturers report stagnation. 
The inquiry fell off aud no business was 
transacted. Evidently the decline in the 
market had much to do with lack of foreign 
interest. Quotations today are weak at the 
following tigures: Rolled oats, per bbl, 
$3.60; oatmeal, $4; chopped feed, per ton, 
$12@ 12.25.

The glucose people, nanufacturing glucose 
starch for mixing purposes, are very much 
wrought up over the way their sulphuretted 
product, in its bread-making capacity, has 
been handled by the trade journals, and now 
the rumor is out that the trade journals, 
especially the milling papers, will be made 
defendants in damage suits. This rumor 
was given credence when, it is stated, a rep- 
resentative of the trust attempted to secure 
back files of a trade paper, presumably for 
prima facie evidence of libel. The paper 
so approached saw no good reason for fur- 
nishing back nuinbers of the paper, and re- 
spectfully declined to date a paid subscrip- 
tion back to August, 1897, and furnish copies 
from that time. The visitor to the St. Lovis 
Journal, looked his part well, and his ac- 
tions indicated that he was very sorry and 
downcast because he had to, but it would be 
necessary for hin to wipe the paper froin 
existence. This movement on the part of 
the manufacturers of a flour adulterant will, 
no doubt, be of interest to the trade. 


ILLINOIS. 


Illinois Milling Co., Mur- 
physboro, writes: ‘‘The crop prospects 
in our immediate vicinity are, as a 
rule, excellent. We hear some complaint of 
too much rain. and the corn planting has 
been greatly retarded on this account. We 
think that the acreage of corn will be con- 
siderably less than it would have been with 
favorable weather for planting. We have had 
considerable cool, damp weather, which has 
had a tendency to make the season a little 
late, but at present, the wheat is developing 
rapidly, and, with favorable weather for a 
few weeks, a large yield of good quality 
wheat is assured. These remarks are general. 
and of course there are exceptions. and some 
of our farmers are complaining. As to the 
trade conditions, we have been unable to do 
any export business for some time. We have 
exchanged several cables, but on account of 
freight rates, etc, have been unable to get 
together on a price. The domestic trade has 
been, and is. very unsatisfactory, and it 
seems that cornmeal, and adulterated flour, 
are largely being used in the south.’”’ 

The Charles Tiedemann Milling Co., 
O'Fallon, writes: ‘‘At last it has quit 
raining. Weenjoy now the most magnifi- 
cent weather. Bright sunshine dries quick- 
ly the water-soaked fields, thus enabling the 
farmer to finish planting. Crop prospects 
in general were never better. It is a sight 
of delight to look over the broad wheat 
tields, which are heading out everywhere. 
No more complaints of chinch bugs. Where 
the plant turned yellow in wet spots and low 
lands, it is regaining its natural green color. 
Dry weather hence till harvest time would 
insure, not only an abundant yield but also 
an excellent grain. Congenial weather will 
eliminate the backwardness of the season. 
and we mnay have barvest as early as June 
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20. Oatsare improving and may still make 
a good crop. What corn will do depends 
entirely upon future weather conditions; 
much of the soil was plowed and planted en- 
tirely too wet. It will be difficult to culti- 
vate such fields as thoroughly as the maize 
lant requires for its fullest developinent. 
he long period of rain has kept back the 
growth of the potatoes, especially of those 
covered with straw. In regard to milling 
conditions, we are glad that this season 
draws to a close, finding it ——— but a 
leasant task to operate a mill on a short 
ome crop. So much more pleasant is the 
excellent prospect ahead. Having ground 
out, we are shutting down our plants at 
O'Fallon, and shall begin at once necessary 
aud extensive repairs. We have stored 
enough flour to keep our customers fully 
supplied. The demand is rather limited, the 
trade lookiug for cheaper prices with the 
beginning of the new season. Consequently, 
orders are small and prices are based upon 
the closest calculation. *’ 

The Taylor Bros. Milling Co., Quincy, 
writes: ‘*We get?all kinds of reports, and it 
is hard to determine what the growing crop 
will amount to, but think we can safely esti- 
mate that it will be from ‘fair to good.’ 
It certainly will be much larger than last 
year, when the crop was almost a total fail- 
ure, and we hope it will turn out better than 
the crop of 1896, which, while fair as to 
quantity was of poor quality, as it was 
greatly damaged by wet weather during and 
just after harvest. There has been a great 
improvement in the general outlook during 
the past six weeks, as fields which it was not 
thought would amount to anything have 
been brought out by the rains and cool 
weather, and now give promise of a fair 
yield. The rains were just beginning to be 
excessive when fortunately a change oc- 
curred, aud for the past week the weather 
has been all that could be desired, so that 
with favorable conditions from now until 
harvest we hope for a good average crop.’’ 


MISSOURI. 


The Kauffman Milling Co., St. Louis, 
says: ‘‘Answering your t1equest for a 
word about the wheat and flour situation, 
we beg to say that we have been so puzzled 
over the course of the markets that we had 
forgotten that we ever knew anything about 
the business. In Indiana, we find the farm- 
ers are all cleaned out of wheat. We do not 
believe there are 2,500 bus left in Posey 
county. Growing wheat is looking well, and 
should produce with a favorable harvest, a 
better quality and larger yield than last year. 
We think the general crop of the state of 
Indiana will be fully up to last year. As to 
Illinois, we estimate that her crop should be 
from 5,000,000 to 6,000,000 bus over last 
year’s crop, which is given by the state re- 
port as 10,255,000 bus. Statistics show that 
Missouri, owing to the drouth last fall, 
seeded only 88 per cent of the acreage of the 
previous year. State report makes Missouri's 
production of wheat 14,100,000 bus last year. 
To the best of our information, conditions 
do not warrant us in estimating much more 
for Missouri this year than last. However, 
Kansas will more than wake up for the 
shortage in California, and, take it all to- 
gether, we look for a good, fair average crop 
of winter wheat this year, but there will not 
be avy surplus left, and speculators who are 
selling futures with the idea that farmers 
will hasten to market their wheat early in 
the season, we fear will come to grief when 
they try to fill contracts. It must be re- 
membered that even if farmers should be 
anxious to market rapidly, that the capacity 
of the threshing machines is limited. It 
must also be remembered that as reserves 
are practically exhausted, there will be lots 
of vacancies to fill up in the country mills, 
warehouses, etc, before the speculative mar- 
kets can hope to receive supplies to fill spec- 
ulative coutracts. In southern states, the 
crop is maturing earlier by 10 days to two 
weeks, than last year, but owiug to the late 
spring, we do not expect as early a harvest 
in northern Ohio, Indiana, Illinois or Mis- 
souri, as last year unless weather should turn 
very dry and hot, which, of course, would 
have its effect upon maturing the wheat. 
As to the effect war will have upon prices 
after harvest, we know but little. We should 
say that if no other countries become impli- 
cated in the mess, the interruption to com- 
merce will be no more than at present, 
which is absolutely nothing.’’ 

The Brand-Dunwoody Milling Co., Jop- 
lin, writes: ‘‘In the past month there has 
been a great change for the better in the 
growing wheat crop in southwest Missouri 
and southeastern Kansas, and prospects now 
are for about an average crop. The wheat 
is heading well, and is now in bloom, and 
we think harvest will begin, in this section, 
about June 15 to 20, possibly a little earlier; 
it all depends on the weather. Old wheat in 
our territory is about all cleaned out. The 
high price prevailing the past few weeks has 
tempted every farmer and grain dealer to let 
go of every bushel they had, and we believe, 
from careful inquiry, when the pew crop 
comes, there will be less wheat iv the coun 
try than in any season in the past 10 years. 
Glad to say trade with us is fairly good. We 
are running full time and find sharp inqui 
ry for pure soft winter wheat flour, and we 
look for a g demand during June, at 
higher prices. Foreign trade is very quiet. 
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Buyers across the water appear to have am_ 
ple stocks for the present, and we do not an 
ticipate much trade from that source until 
we can offer them new wheat flour, then we 
anticipate lively business. ’’ 

NEWS NOTES. 

The first carload of 1898 wheat reached 
St. Louis from southern Texas this week. 
The wheat was harvested near McGregor, 
Tex., and was shipped by Seley & Early, of 
Waco, to the Bronson & Judd Grain Co. 
The wheat is from the earliest crop section 
of Texas, and is about 10 days in advance 
of the general harvest of this territory. 

Charles Albers, manager of the Warsaw 
(Ill. ) Milling Co., bas returned from an ex- 
tended European trip. He visited the prin- 
cipal flour markets while abroad. 

William Haarstick, a prominent grain 
exporter of St. Louis, left this week for 
Europe. He made several coups the past 
year on bull rises, and was one of the few 
successful grain dealers. He will investi- 
gate the European crop situation for guid- 
ance during the coming season. 

The Baldwin (Il].) Milling Co. will equip 
with several new Prinz & Rau machines. 
The order was placed by W. J. Baker, of the 
Prinz & Rau company, this week, 

If the third annual convention of the Fra- 
ternity of Operative Millers of America, 
which will be held in St. Louis, June 16, 17 
and 18, is not a success it will not be the 
fault ot the committees in charge of the en- 
entertainment to be provided. It is hoped 
that the ‘‘dusties’’ will be treated to a inost 
pleasant stay, and have an opportunity of 
combining pleasure with their business. 
There are a number of subjects up for dis- 
cussion, which should prove of interest to 
every operative miller in America. The 
railroads will offer rates, and the prospects 
of an outing on the river and to St. Louis 
parks, should induce a large attendance.

ARKANSAS. 

Business in the grocery line bas been fair- 
ly good the past week, country merchants 
generally reporting a slightly improved 
trade. There is a better demand for flour 
of medium grades, but there is the usual re- 
quest for the best in cities and the larger 
towns. ‘There has been nochange in prices. 
the former high prices ruling stiffly. Both 
corn and meal still maintain a steady de- 
mand. Good chopped feed sells well, being 
in excellent request. Oats are quiet and 
bian is good sale. Hay is going unusually 
well for the time of year. There will be no 
May crop in some sections of the state. 
Both wheat and oats are in prime condition. 
The waters have receded from the overflowed 
lands along the Arkansas river, and although 
the destruction has been great, it has not 
been quite so bad as was first anticipated. 
It is possible to replant both corn and cot- 
ton on many thousands of acres, and with 
favorable seasons an average crop can yet 
be made.—Collections are good and there 
are no failures to report. 


Dwight M. Baldwin, Jr.. Minneapolis: 
‘*Nothing but continued dullness to report; 
no sales of any magnitude in any market. 
Local deinand for feed is improving, as it 
usually does right after seeding. Crop pros- 
pect is very bright. We have had quite 
heavy wheat receipts. but believe farmers in 
the vicinity of Graceville, Minn., have now 
swept their granaries. ”’ 





Argentine cable: ‘‘Grain market dull; 
demand generally light. Wheat easy and 
neglected. There has been material advance 
in condition of wheat and flaxseed. Quality 
generally good. Advices show climatic con- 
ditions favorable. ’”’ 





The shipments of corn from Argentina 
since Jan. 1 have been 1,808,000 bus, against

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Just running along 
full time, filling ol 
orders, is all one can 
hear at the flour mills, 
and there is indication 
Y¥4 that the same condi- 
tion will prevail for 
another week or two. 
High prices of wheat 
do not always make 
trade in flour good, 
this being well illustrated this week. In 
fact, it bas ruled slow. Some weeks ago 
when the millers were reaping their reward 
by selling flour at their own prices, and 
selling it most freely, they did not realize, 
perhaps, that the same flour would be on the 
market to be re-sold, and be the cause of 
sharper competition. This is one of the 
principal causes for the quiet state of trade 
now. Buyers of that time are now sellers, 
and many are glad to accept 50c per bb! less 
than the millers claim they can offer the 
same flour for. Another cause of dullness 
is that jobbers claim the smaller buyers are 
not adding much to their stock, owing to 
the customary reduction of baking by fami- 
lies during the warm months of summer. 
As to values, there is wide range. 
¥ 

Some millers claim they should have as 
much for the flour as a week ago, but ask- 
ing and getting it at the present time, is a 
hard problem. Local millers, before mak- 
ing quotations, would like first to see the 
buyer, and learn how badly flour is wanted 
before quotations are named. If the buyer 
is in need, and desires a Chicago-made pat- 
ent, in wood, he can get it for $6.90, wood, 
today, and if the order is a round lot, per- 
haps this price could be shaded 10c, and 
possibly 15c. In lower grades, the Chicago 
inillers are over-cmanel, especially of first 
clears, they being a drug, and can be had 
from $4.75 to $5.25. jute. Kansas grades 
have gone begging. No one seeming anx- 
ious to take on additional stock of thein 
just now. Winters were fairly active until 
the late break in wheat, but, since then, bak- 
ers and cracker factories have managed to 
buy but few scattering lots. Not more than 
1,500 sacks of flour has been purchased to 
go across the water. The sales were, with- 
out doubt, the lightest in weeks, and were 
so few that a suitable quotation for publica- 
tion could not be secured. Ocean rates 
have taken the toboggan route, and have 

one down about as fast as if on an icy 

ecline, while the tariff on inland rates is 
about as authentic as the war news published 
by certain metropolitan newspapers. Ship- 
pers have nu faith in them, and are offer- 
ing lots to the lowest takers. ‘The Minne- 
apolis millers are quoting their top patents 
today at $7.40, the same as named all the 
week, but there are many grocers offering 
the brands retail, at less values, which might 
indicate that $7.40 is not secured on all or- 
ders. 

* 


There are two sets of feed quotations this 
week, one being made according to values 
obtained on the board floor, and the other 
at the mills, the latter being the higher of 
the two. Since the decline, the demand has 
been fairly active locally, though the eastern 
inquiry is not large. Bran at the mills has 
brought as high as $10.50 bulk, and some in 
100-Ilb sacks sold at $11.25, while other mills 
sold at $9.75, bulk. On the board the same 
grade feed has gone for an even $9. bulk. 
Receipts have been moderate. Middlings, 
according to grade, are quoted from $12.50 
to $13.50, in sacks, the latter quotation be- 
ing for fancy grades.

A notice to the flour trade regarding the 
use of the words, ‘‘ Minneapolis’’ and ‘‘ Min- 
nesota,’’ used in connection with the brand- 
ing of flour, has come to the writer's atien- 
tion, the notice baving been sent out by 
Norton & Co., the well-known Lockport 
millers. In an interview with H. N. Sager, 
the treasurer of the company,today, he said 
they had sent out such a notice as appears 
below,to their 800 customers, and after doing 
so were somewhat surprised to receive so 
large a number of replies which stated that 
they were not desirous of having their flour 
branded with either word, as they do not 
consider thein of much value. The circular 
reads: 

‘The recent decision of the supreme court 
of this state in regard to the use of the 
words, ‘Minnesota’ and ‘Minneapolis,’ on 
flour stencils, where the flour is not actually 
manufactured in one of the above-men- 

_tioned localities, according to which millers 
outside of Minneapolis or Miunesota using 
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the above words on flour brands as indicat- 
ing the point of manufacture are held liable 
for damages,and are enjuined from such use 
of said words, constrains us to advise you 
that hereafter we cannot use the words 
‘Minnesota’ or ‘Minneapolis’ on the sten- 
cils of a brands, and would be obliged 
if you will advise us concerning any private 
brands you may have with us, :s to making 
the necessary changes in your brands to 
comply with the court’s decision. On our 
own brands we have not used the words in 
the sense now prohibited, our brands read- 
ing ‘Made from selected Minnesota wheat,’ 
or ‘Madé from Duluth hard wheat,’ etc, 
but not claiming or implying that the flour 
was manufactured in Minnesota or Dakota. 
On this account, it will not be necessary for 
us to make any changes in our own mill 
brands. In our own opinion, the words 
‘Minnesota’ or ‘Minneapolis’ add noth- 
ing to the value of the ‘flour brand, as the 
quality of the wheat used and not the point 
where it is ground tends to make the flour 
popular, and Chicago is admittedly the 
largest market for Minnesota and Dakota 
wheat in the world, not excluding either 
Duluth or Minneapolis, and we have now 
in our warehouses larger and better stocks 
of wheat than can be found in Minneapolis 
itself. Our largest customers have already 
written us that we may eliminate the word 
‘Minneapolis’ or ‘Minnesota’ from their 
brands, as they do not consider them of any 
special significance or value, and we hope 
you will instruct us to do the same in re- 
rd to any private brands you may have. 
Ve take this opportunity to solicit your 
continued patronage and to assure you that 
our quotations will be the lowest possible, 
and quality fully maintained up to its usual- 
ly high standard.’’ 


NEWS NOTES. 


M. W. Hunt, the milling engineer of the 
Nordyke & Marmon Co., Indianapolis, has 
returned to Indianapolis, after successfully 
starting up the Eckhart & Swan Milling 
Co.'s new spring wheat plant, which was 
accepted and paid for May 19. The work of 
placing the machinery for the winter wheat, 
and rye wills, is now going on, and in 
about six weeks the entire plant will be fin- 
ished. 

R. J. Macdonald, late buyer of grain for 
the American Cereal Co., has engaged in 
the grain commission business for himself, 
in the Rialto building, and will make a 
specialty of buying all grades of grain for 
millers. 

James W. Odell, for some time a resident 
of Chicago, and owner of several elevators 
in Chicago, died Friday at Lakeview, Conn. 

The Wisconsin Central road has reduced 
its rate on wheat from Chicago to Duluth 
to 12\4¢c per 100 Ibs. The Central must be 
looking for wheat to move from Chicago to 
the Head of the Lakes before the new crop. 

Sickle Bros., the steamship and insurance 
agents, inake the announcement this week 
that they are now working direct with C. B. 
Richard & Co., agents of the Keystone line, 
from New York and Philadelphia, to Rot- 
terdam and Amsterdam; also with Busk & 
Jevons, agents of the Lamport & Holt line, 
New York, direct to Manchester, thus giv- 
ing Messrs. Sickle direct lines to Manches- 
ter, Rotterdam and Amsterdam, which they 
will be glad to quote rates on upon applica- 
tion. 

J. Mansar, of Petersen Bros. & Co., flour 
exporters, will arrive in Chicago tomorrow, 
after a short trip to the other side. 

James Swan, of the Eckhart & Swan 
Milling Co., is still making his home in 
Pasadena, Cal., and he will no doubt re- 
main there, owing to his poor health. 

H. I. Baldwin, secretary of the Decatur 
Cereal Mill Co., Decatur, has issued a com- 
plete phamphlet of suggestions concerning 
the use and value of Pratt's Best Corn flour, 
showing therein the analysis made by the 
Columbia Food Laboratory, of Chicago. 
The pamphlet also gives many various rec- 
ipes for the use of corn flour.

The Milwaukee mills 
have fallen off in pro- 
duction this week, as 
compared with last 
week, 8,220 bbls, but 
the output of the week 
is still 2,264 greater 
than the output of 
the corresponding week 
of last year, and 5,030 
greater than during 
the same week of 189. The mills have 
been running very strong of late, and the 
reduction at this time is caused by two 
factors, the cessation of work in une of the 
large mills for two days to repair machinery 
and the slowing down of one to half 
time, and the idleness of two of the smaller 
producers because of the unfavorable 
condition of the flour trade. The two 
larger mills have kept up their record well, 
but the lessened activity of the others tells 
on the aggregate product considerably. The 
output of the past four weeks compares very 
favorably, however, with the two preceding 
years, being 38,838 bbls more than was made 
in the same weeks of last year, and 66,550 
more than was made in the same period of 
18%. The output of the first five months of 
1898 is 696,006 bbls, while that of the same 
months of 1897 was 607,312, and of 1895, 
585,415.

The flour market is very dull. The two 
mills which were idle last week have not 
started up, and will remain idle until the 
conditions improve. Buyers have been very 
scarce and propositions have in general 
been unacceptable to the millers, though 
some of them have deferred contracts to fill, 
which compel them to keep the mills run- 
ning. There has been practically no de- 
inand for export. The millers hope that 
after the culmination of the May wheat deal 
the conditions may improve.

The mill keeps in motion, 
but there is an end to the supply of old or- 
ders and, when that is reached, it will join the 
others and rest.

The outlook for the coming wheat crop is 
very fine. We have had plenty of rain, and 
the condition of all crops could not be bet- 
ter. Unless we have a wet harvest, there 
seems nothing to prevent a splendid crop 
and a very large one. Farmers’ deliveries 
of wheat are still very small, not enough 
coming in to supply any of the smaller 
mills. Little can be done, excepting with 
elevator wheat, and that is being held above 
millers’ views on account of the scarcity and 
almost impossibility of buying any. The 
first arrival of spring wheat by boat came 
Tuesday. Several boats are expected the 
first of the week, but, with the dullness in 
trade, a little will last the mills some time. 
The demand for bran has fallen off, and 
prices have been consequently reduced about 
$1 per ton. Middlings are still sought for, 
and the millers are still turning down orders, 
not being able to fill for shipment required. 
The little flour that has been worked the 
past week has been chiefly clears and low- 
grades,

Terminal Storage on Flour. 

Regarding the matter of the railroads 
charging storage on flour five days after ar- 
rival at New York, the Journal of Com- 
merce says: -‘‘Similar action was taken 
ubout a year ago, when the storage of flour 
was limited to 30 days and subsequently in- 
creased to 40. For a time storage rates 
were collected by all roads after the expira- 
tion of 40 days, but it is a fact known to 
jeading couimission men here, that one of 
the large New York roads has recently been 
collecting the receipts for the money thus 
paid for storage, with a view of paying 
back the storage charges thus charged. And 
coimmission men, as a rule, are not alarmed 
at the prospect of the present storage policy 
becomming permanent. Should the business 
show a disposition to leave New York for 
Philadelphia or Baltimore, the roads will, 
it is claimed, quickly adjust their charges 
sv that the flour trade will remain. 

‘The new rules impose no special hard 
ships upon flour for export on through bills 
of lading, which are allowed 60 days from 
the time it is shipped, and will, in case of 
accident to the ship for which billed, un- 
doubtedly be extended, rules or no rules. 
Local freight for export, if actually export- 
ed, is entitled to the same time.’’ 

The elevator of N. K. Simmons & Co., at 
Rice, Minn., burned May 26. It contained 


2,000 bus of grain, and was insured, 
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There has scarcely 
been a time in the last 
three or four years 
when business with the 
flour mills was quite as 
light as it has been 
this week. There is 
» absolutely nothing do- 
ing in the export line 
and very little flour is 
being sold in domestic 
markets. The mills here have made a light 
run, only having turned out 2,800 bbls. In 
the present condition of the wheat and flour 
markets, the millers do not look for any 
business of consequence this side of July. 
The growing wheat continues to look excel- 
lent and there is every indication ofa very 
big winter wheat crop. The conditions have 
been such that those familiar with the sub- 
ject look for a splendid quality of wheat. 
Deliveries have been very light this week 
and the stocks in store today show a further 
decrease of 6,676 bus, leaving in store today 
but 6,530. This is certainly a very light 
stock for the last of May.

arthur Gillet, Aeme Milling Co: ‘‘ Being 
entirely out of wheat, our mill bas been 
down all the week. We have orders that 
will necessitate a short run next week, after 
which we very much doubt whether we will 
do anything more until the new wheat 
moves ur the old gets down to about the 
same basis. ’’ 

Blanton Milling Co: ‘‘Trade has con- 
tinued very tame and if it had not been for 
orders previously booked, we would have 
been able to run the mill only part time 
this week. Our foreign buyers were entirely 
out of the market and our sales were all do- 
mestic. As we have had no faith in the re- 
cent high prices of wheat, we cannot blame 
our foreign friends for not buying, as we 
have followed the same policy as applied to 
wheat. The demand for feed is not so act- 
ive. Offerings of wheat have been more 
free, as is always the case on a declining 
market. Our reports of the growing crop 
in this section continue very favorable. ’’ 

George T. Evans: ‘‘We have been run- 
ning the whole of the past week half time, 
but have finally shut down, as our wheat and 
orders were both out simultaneously. We 
are very much inclined to think that if 
buyers have held out persistently for the 
past three weeks, there will be very much 
better inquiry next month as soon as it is 
detinite how low prices are going to go 
when the May deal is settled. It is very 
possible that the present range of flour 
prices will be maintained, for wheat 
is certainly scarce in the country, and 
many of the country mills are paying 
high prices in order to get enough to run 
on, so that our friends across the water and 
eastern buyers will have to pay more than 
they are counting on. There 4 been quite 
a drop in feed and the demand is light. 
Farmers have been delivering fairly heavy, 
taking advantage of the decline. From all 
reports, we believe the growing crop is in 
excellent condition. It is heading out in 
this vicinity and will be ready for cutting 
the latter part of June. With favorable 
weather, we will have new wheat in the 
market about July 10. Our Mr. Evans is 
now enjoying the surny skies of Italy and, 
in the course of a few weeks, expects to 
greet his friends in the United Kiugdoin.”’

Those of the milling and millfurnishing 
trade are familiar with the products of the 
factory which has been successfully operated 
by Mr. Bowsher for some time. 

INDIANA. 

Lawrenceburg Koller Mills Co., Lawrence 
burg: ‘‘Trade with us has been practically 
devoid of life during the past week or so. 
We are grinding away at full capacity, but 
unless we succeed in placing a considerable 
portion of our product between now and 
Saturday night, we fear a shut-down will be 
inevitable. Foreigners seem to be well sup- 
plied with flour and have, apparently, 
stopped buying. We have manuged to do a 
little business in domestic inarkets, but have 
found trade generally very dull. But little 
wheat is being offered in this section. 
Farmers have some left, but there seems to 
be a disposition among them to hold; why, 
we do not know, for with such a tremendous 
crop in sight, we do not see how they can 
consistently look for higher prices. The 
growing wheat throughout this section is 
looking nothing short of beautiful. It has 
headed out nicely, and we venture to say 
that if nothing unforeseen happens, we will 


have new wheat here not later than July 1.’’ 

Kauffman Milling Co., Mt. Vernon: ‘‘We 
are still running the mill full time and have 
done so during the entire month, with plen- 
ty of orders at fairly satisfactory prices, but 
we expect to close down about Jugs 1 to in- 
crease our capacity a little and make some 
desirable changes that will benefit the prod- 
uct. Wheat continues to look well in our 
section and promises a larger yield than last 
season. So far, we have heard of no dam- 
age from any cause whatsoever, and with 
reasonably fair weather during harvest 
time, wheat in this section should be of as 
fine quality as any grown on earth.’’ 

Goshen Milling Co., Goshen: ‘‘At last 
we are-having clear dry weather, which is 
just what we need. Wheat is heading out 
and looks simply magnificent. In fact, we 
never saw it look better, but, at the same 
time, we fear that we shall be disappointed 
in the yield and get more straw than wheat. 
In many places it is getting too rank, and 
we need but little rain from now until har- 
vest. Corn, oats and grass are all doing 
well. Our wagon receipts of wheat are quite 
light, averaging only from 500 to 1,000 bus 
per day. There are several good-sized lots 
yet to be marketed, but the bulk of the 
wheat bas gone out of the country and we 
shall get but little until after harvest. Not- 
withstanding the scarcity in tirst hands, 
lower prices seem inevitable for wheat. 
After this month, May, is over, and it is 
now drawing to a close, it is reasonable to 
expect that there will be no manipulation 
until July, and for that reason we need not 
expect very high prices. The domestic as 
well as the foreign demand for flour is very 
poor indeed. In fact, English valor, Eng- 
lish pluck and English courage seem to 
have disappeared, as we cannot get our 
friends across the water to make a bid. We 
had always given them credit for having 
more ‘sand,’ to use a slang phrase. We 
have made them offers, but they have passed 
them by without a reply. Bran is in active 
demand for quick shipments and prices are 
a little lower. There is a good local demand 
for middlings, and we have not been com- 
pelled to reduce our price. There has been 
so much rain that we shall probably not be 
obliged to use steam for a month yet. We 
are running our mill 12 hours a day, almost 
wholly on local trade. On May 25 we shipped 
all the wheat we had to spare to Chicago, 
and think it doubtful if we seud any more 
to that market for some time to come.’’ 

McDaniel & Pittinan Co., Franklin: ‘‘The 
inilling situation is practically unchanged 
with us since our last report. Wheat is very 
scarce and is selling for more money than 
flour ; hence we are still running short time. 
Our young secretary and treasurer, Arthur 
C. McDaniel, is now in New England mak- 
ing a friendly visit to our various corre- 
spondents and looking over the wants of the 
trade for next year’s business. Our grow- 
ing wheat crop is looking excellent and we 
have very flattering promises of an abund- 
ant harvest. We expect to commence sell- 
ing flour and feed for season shipment from 
the new crop next week, as we are now hav- 
ing many inquiries for prices for flour from 
the new crop, both foreign and domestic. 
We also intend to nake a_ specialty of sell- 
ing mixed cars of the various grades of our 
flour and feed this year.”’ 


OHIO. 

Shelby Mill Co., Shelby: ‘‘The past week 
has not been productive of good results so 
far as the milling business in this vicinity 
is concerned. It is next to impossible to 
buy wheat outside of the large market cen- 
ters, and it is practically impossible to sell 
flour. While stocks of flour are evidently 
quite light throughout the east, the courage 
of flour buyers is at a low ebb. Most mill- 
ers will soon be brought to a_ standstill if 
the situation continues. flour could go up 
a good deal and wheat could come down a 
good many cents before there would be a 
fair nargin in milling. June will probably 
be a good month for annual repairs. Wheat 
prospects are slightly improved. Weather 
has been very favorable aud some fields look 
fully 100 per cent as to condition. Much of 
the late-sown is not doing well, and we 
think 75 per cent about represents the aver- 
age condition in northern Ohio and as far 
west as Indianapolis. ”’ 

T. J. Bloom & Son, New Madison: ‘‘Our 
mill has operated six days this week with 
fairly good business. We find wheat very 
hard to obtain except at a high premium. 
We do not expect to run next week, on ac- 
count of sinall receipts of wheat. Millfeed 
is not moving as fast this week as hereto- 
fore. We find some little difficulty in real- 
izing full prices, especially from our eastern 
buyers. They seem to be off the market 
except at lower prices. Loeally, flour and 
feed business is satisfactory. ’’ 

KENTUCKY. 

Milles & Son, Frankfort: ‘‘The excite- 
ment in the flour market seems to be all 
over and the flour buyers are waiting for a 
decline before buying anything, unless they 
are in immediate need of it. Up to the pres- 
ent time, we have been kept busy most of 
the time working on old orders, but as we 
have about caught up with orders we expect 
to have a dull time for the next week or 10 
days. There is no change to note in the 
condition of the growing crop of wheat. We 
are still hoping for a good crop, although a 
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great many farmers say that the wheat is 
not near as thick on the ground as it should 


Lexington Roller Mills, Lexington: ‘‘The 
flour trade has been very quiet this week. 
The buyers are not willing to pay the ad- 
vance. The dealers seem to look at the pros- 
pect for the new crop, forgetting the price 
at which old wheat is being soll. We ex- 

ct to have a quiet business from now until 

arvest.’’

An English authority of May 17 says of 
the flour market: ‘‘Prices now are very ir- 
regular, for while shippers on the other side 
make but a trifling change from their latest 
quotations, re-sellers in several instances 
are willing to make substantial concessions. 
Shipments continue light, and we have now 
light arrivals at our ports from the sinall 
quantities put afloat in recent weeks. Last 
week Atlantic-America shipped 84,000 sacks 
to this country and 23,000 sacks to the con- 
tinent, which compares with 95,000 and 21,- 
000 respectively in the corresponding weck 
last season.’’ Thus it will be seen that even 
decreased arrivals in England furnish no 
inspiration to higher prices of flour. What 
does it all mean? English authorities agree 
that the United Kingdom must import 12,- 
000,000 to 15,000,000 bus of wheat from May 
1 to Sept. 1, over and above quite full and 
liberal estimates of what can be expected 
from the exporting states of the world, and 
under such a condition the conclusion is ir- 
resistible that flour should share in a firm 
condition of markets inost likely to succeed 
such a comparison. The state of things in 
the world’s markets is very cloudy, nebu- 
lous and, to me, unreasonable and unfath- 
omable. 

* ¥* 

Our Toledo mills are yet idle, and will re- 
main so until the clouds drift past us and 
matters are inwre settled. The winter wheat 
crop is at present very promising, although 
I do not accept the gushing expectations of 
production that are being put forth by 
amateur reporters. I very much depreciate 
the popular estimates, because of their effect 
abroad, and because they are not likely to 
be realized. The crop in Ohio has been be- 
hind all others in promised results, but it 
has gained marvelously in a month. 


* * 


Mr. Taylor, of the Northwestern Milling 
Co., says: ‘‘Flour has been practically 
dead again this week, both for foreign and 
domestic account. Re-sellers, both in Eu- 
rope and America, are from $1 to $2 per 
bbl lower on flour than present cost of pro- 
duction. On inquiry, we find there is A =< 
ty of stock in dealers’ hands to last till near- 
ly harvest. In April, we said to you that if 
the wheat deal was run through May, this 
market would furnish at least 3,000,000 bus. 
Our prediction has been more than fully 
verified. If the manipulation continues 
through June, we estimate Toledo will re- 
ceive at least 2,000,000 bus. Our mills are 
still closed down, and we are turning our 
current purchases of wheat on the market, 
at from 20¢ to 30c per bu more than we can 
get for it by manufacturing into flour. 
Millfeed is dull, but firm at outside prices, 
on account of light production. ”’ 

Mr. Cutter, of the National Milling Co., 
says they have sold a little flour, and the de- 
mand has been light, both for home and 
foreign consumption. The offers from 
abroad are much below the cost’ of produc- 
tion.

‘*The dull spell continues, and we did not 
sell to exceed one-third of our capacity last 
week. Nothing doing in export, buyers not 
even making offers of 3s or 4s below cost to 
show they arealive. Local receipts of wheat 
are hardly sufficient to balance the local de- 
mand for flour. We look for an exceedingly 
dull trade during June and July, but would 
be glad to be disappointed. ’’

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How Patent Right Men are 
Making Themselves 
Odious. 





Patent right men have long been making 
themselves odious to the milling public, and 
at the same time materially crippling them- 
selves, by the mischievous and dead-beat 
practice, of putting their machines into mills 
‘on trial;”? which simply means putting them- 
selves, and the reputation of their machines, 
entirely at the mercy of the mill-owners and 
millers, to be received or rejected, as their 
whims or prejpdices may dictate, regardless 
of the merits of the machine. 

This pratice Has led to many abuses, and to 
one of these abuses.we‘desire especially to 
call the attentiop of mill owners: There is 
a large class of millers who, like other men 
are susceptible to bribes—a fact which patent 
right men have not been slow in discovering, 
and this unbusiness-like system of putting ma- 
chines in ‘‘on trial,’’ instead of operating 
beneficially to the mill-owner, has through 
the means of bribing the miller, operated seri- 
ously to his detriment, and wen weien filled 
his mill with machines of the most worthless 
character, without regard to their utility. 

First class machines are generally sold on 
a warranty to do as récommended, and that 
warranty is good against the manufactories, 
and if that warranty comprehends all you de- 
sire of the machines, then, as a mill-owner, 
you have no excuse for asking for that ma- 
chine * on trial,’’ thus leaving the gate open 
for the agents of the machine to corrupt your 
employees. 

We shall sometime in the furture be more 
personal in our remarks upon this subject.

About the dullest 
week on record all 
round. Local millers, 
milling agencies, grain 
and feed dealers are 
agreed as to that. It 
would not be proper to 
say that all the flour 
mills are shut down, 
but it is certain that 
they are running on 
very slow time, and exercising the greatest 
possible caution, for the condition of the 
wheat market is such that no excess of buy- 
ing is warranted. though it is quite general- 
ly accepted that the price is to remain high 
for some time yet. Still, the condition of 
the eastern reel i is very peculiar, Not only 
are there all sorts of prices ruling, to the 
utter confusion of the regular trade, but re- 
selling has developed this week in most ex- 
asperating amount. A leading local miller 
tells me that he is confronted with his own 
flour in the eastern market. His prices are 
declined with the assertion that his custom- 
er can buy his flour of jobbers for 10c less 
than he is offering the new for. He appears 
never to have been placed in just that pre- 
dicameut before. As to the eastern price, 
the demoralization is at its worst. It would 
seem that a single week of selling far below 
the price of production would be enough, 
but it is still going on. A leading baker 
said this week that he believed cheap flour 
was adulterated flour, and he should be 
afraid of it. As td grain, everything is low- 
er and as much duller as possible. No one 
will touch spring wheat, and there is small 
sale for winter wheat or other grains. The 
dealers are practically idle. A telegram from 
Jacob Amos, the leading miller of Utica. 

yesterday, sums up the situation. In reply 
to an offering of wheat he says he doesn't 
want it. ‘‘Can'‘t sell flour.** This condition 
of the trade is to last, apparently, till the 
surlpus bought a few weeks ago is gone. 
Even then the cutting of prices nay remain 
to demoralize the market. The local flour 
trade is dull, but in better condition than 
it is outside. Prices have not been changed 
during the week, in spite of wheat fluctua- 
tions, and are as follows:

A pool 
committee has been formed, with William 
BK. Smith, of New York, joint agent, who 
will make all contracts. Already a notice 
of advance in rates on June 1 has been giv 
en. Buffalo grain men and business men 
generally approve the arrangement, not only 
because it is pretty sure to help the canal, 
but will make all rates more stable. Then 
if the renewed effort to hold up west-bound 
rates succeeds, there may be an end of rate 
wars for a season. 

The opening of the canal is at last a fact, 
though more than half a month behind 
time. The boats are next to no

There is the same unsettled condition of 
things in the grain-handling interest as has 
prevailed from the beginning of the season. 
The advocates of a pool are still busy over 
the problem, and say they are going to suc- 
ceed, though the prospect is not very bright 
to outsiders. Most of the grain is apparent- 
ly taken at 1¢¢ per bu. The New York Cen- 
tral, which for some time handled more 
than half the grain that came in, is doing 
very little now, refusing to handle it at so 
low a rate, it is said. The Great Northern 
is now leading.

The 
shipments of all mill products also show a 
decline, but the decline in bran and meal is 
not due to dullness, but to the inability of 
the mills to supply the demand. Shipiments 
of flour were 20,371 bbls; bran, 8,488 sacks;

The only feature of 
interest in the local 
flour market this week 
has been the develop- 
ment of some demand 
for new — potent, 
several thousand ba 
pe of which have eaen 
sold at $5.25 per bbl,

ment. The business 
was done by the Head-of-the-Lakes mills, 
Minneapolis manufacturers refusing to make 








contracts for the same delivery, except at 
considerably higher figures. For flour on 
the spot and immediate shipment the mar- 


ket has been very dull, as local dealers are 
generally well supplied and holding off. 
Manufacturers, in some cases, have revised 
recent limits, but their fi are still 
higher than *those at which second-hand 
stocks can be bought, and re-sellers, as has 
been the case for some time past, have been 
oo the bulk of the limited business. 
Standard and choice spring patents, which 
are held by manufacturers at $7@7.15, and, 
in some cases, at higher figures, are being 
sold from second hands at $6.75@6.90, and 
the mills, of course, are ‘‘not in it.’’ For 
clear and straight there is little or no de- 
mand, and quotations are wholly nominal. 
Business in Feasatvania straight has been 
chiefly at $6.10@6.25. Many of the wills 
are asking higher figures, but there have 
been ample offerings at above rates to satisfy 
the limited p veneers Western winter flours 
are scarce, and held so much higher than 
the nearby product, that they are almost 
wholly neglected. The city mills have made 
no important change in prices this week, 
and report a very slow trade. Receipts dur- 
ing the week have been 18,610 bbls and 50,- 
042 sacks, making a total since May 1 of 
65,963 bbls and 254,844 sacks, against 62,667 
bbls and 160,635 sacks during the same time 
last year. Exports during the week have 
been 6,000 sacks to Rotterdam, 10,650 sacks 
to Glasgow, 40,000 sacks to London and 250 
tons to Liverpool.

The strongest feature 
of the Canadian flour 
trade is the growth in 
export with the United 
Kingdom. A year or 
two ago, the export 
trade had practically 
passed our doors, while 
in former times it was 
worth a good deal to 
millers. But once 
more trade is coming the way of the Cana- 
dian miller. I talked a few days ago with 
a leading miller who was well pleased with 
the situation, and believed that, not only 
were things coming our way now, but, with 
the connections inade, we were likely to 
hold export trade for some time to come. 
Canadian brands of flour had been lost sight 
of altogether in British markets, until now 
they have once more come to the front, and 
in leading centers of the United Kingdom 
they are on call, and orders are readily 
placed. Prices for flour keep firm. The 
trade bulletin of the Dominion Millers’ As- 
sociation, current issue, says: ‘‘Export in- 
quiry for flour has been good during the 
past ‘week, and fair sales have been made by 
inills direct. The sales reported are straights 
at 34s; choice 90 per cent patents at 35s 6d, 
or equal to $5.60 in barrels. Prokers today 
are offering $4.70 in their bags for good 
straights.’’ Sales of Ontario flour reported 
within the week were straights, $5.10, $5.25, 
and $5.30; 90 per cent patents, $5.20@5.50, 
und 80 per cent patents, $5.55@5.60, f. o. b. ; 
bran. $10.75. $11, $12, and shorts $14 and 
$14.50. Montreal quotes today: Winter 
patents, $6@6.15 per bbl; straight rollers, 
$5.50@5.75; straight rollers, per bag, $2.60

At the present writing, prices for wheat 
have sagged slightly, but taking the month 
throughout good prices have ruled steadily. 
The question now is whether there is much 
more wheat in the country to sell, and as 
will be gleaned from my correspondence for 
the month, the opinion is held in some 
quarters that farmers have pretty well ex- 
hausted themselves, though, in an interview 
a few days since with a local miller, he was 
of the opinion that farmers still had a good 
deal of wheat to push to the front. This 
had been made very clear by the rise in 
prices, that there was more wheat held by 
the farmers over the winter than had been 
expected. The Millers’ Bulletin quotes On- 
tario wheat at $1.08@1.09 for No. 2 red and 
No. 2 white, $1.07 west, aud No. 2 red $1.09 
on Grand Trunk and $1.10 on Canadian 
Pacitic. Prices are nominally as follows, 
with wheat obtainable at Point Edward.

Montreal freights. No. 1 hard is reported 
worth $1.34 afloat Fort Williain.

The T. H. Taylor Co., Ltd., Chatham, 
Ont: ‘‘We are still running’ On export or- 
ders taken soine time ago on the big ad- 
vance. We find trade from that time on 
very light indeed; in fact, no sales since 
May 10. Onur lower province dealers loaded 
up before the advance came. Since then 
we have had a few inquiries which have re- 
sulted in no sales. They are determined to 
use up all the flour they have on baud be- 
fore repurchasing. However, should the 
present market values of wheat be main- 
tained for a few weeks longer, we believe 
they will have to come in as buyers, for we 
understand stocks are light throughout the 
lower provinces. We find a ready sale for 
shorts locally. Bran we are shipping to the 
States. We are paying $1 standard for 
wheat on our market, which is 10@15c lower 
than a few days ago, but since the drop 
farmers are not delivering. Those who bold 
any wheat are now looking for $1.25.’ 

Shirk & Snider, Bridgeport, Ont: ‘*‘The 
flour trade has of late been very satisfacto- 
ry, both in volume of trade and prices for 
both England and eastern province trade, 
but we have about filled orders booked. 
Farmers in this section have about delivered 
all their wheat, and we don’t see where the 
wheat isto come from until the harvest. 
The demand for millfeed is very good, and 
it is taken, like flour, as fast as we can make 
it. ‘Weather fine, and winter wheat fields 
look very promising. The war, we do not 
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think, has had much to do with supply and 
demand. Our belief is the war has no effect 
on flour, as Spain is no exporter.’’ 

Jamnes Goldie, Guelph. Ont: ‘‘Flour is 
keeping up well, though demand is not 
quite so brisk as it was, and there are some 
signs of a quiet time for the next month or 
two from our home market. Export trade, 
however, is likely to take all we can make 
and prices, I think, will keep about an ex- 
porting level, as they have been right along. 
Our only fear is that wheat supplies nay be 
short, as there is a general opinion that the 
farmers have pretty thoroughly cleaned out 
bins, and exporters may clean out any day 
the little wheat being held by dealers. We 
are paying here $1.05 for best samples, but 
there is very little coming in and apparent- 
ly very little to come. The growing crop 
could not look better, and the weather is in 
every way favorable for its development. *’

Reports of growing wheat. both in Onta- 
rio and Manitoba, are very satisfactory. | 
talked with a gentleman yesterday who had 
covered considerable territory in this prov- 
ince, and he says he has seldom seen the 
growing wheat looking better. Correspond- 
ence from Manitoba is just about as satis- 
factory. 

One effect of the Spanish-American war 
is to cause the shipment of large quantities 
of Minneapolis flour, via Montreal, which, 
under ordinary circumstances, would be ex - 
ported from New York. This change of 
trade is due, in some degree, to the anxiety 
of European purchasers, who do not want 
to take any chances of having shipments 
seized. Another important reason, how- 
ever, is said to be that the insurance on 
goods shipped in neutral vessels from Mont- 
real is one-eighth per cent less than from 
New York, a higher rate from New York be- 
ing caused by the extra risk involved in 
time of war. 

Grain inen say that, owing to the excep- 
tionally heavy rush of grain by the Cana- 
dian routes, there has been, in soime cases, 
serious detention at the points of trans-sbhip 
ment, the elevator capacity not being sufti- 
cient to give vessels quick discharge. An 
enormous quantity of grain has already 
come by the Canadian routes this season, 
but in spite of this lake freights are low. 
Vessel men do not anticipate any advance 
in rates until the new wheat crop com- 
mences to go forward for export.

The cash wheat market here was absolute- 
ly. demoralized today. A half dozen influ- 
ences combined to bring about the big de- 
cline—the slump in non-speculative grades 
both in Chicago and the northwest; the 
presence here of two days’ receipts owing to 
Friday’s being a holiday; the very limited 
demand, and the two days without a market 
that will intervene between now and Tues- 








day. These several things combined to push 
prices down 10@12c, with buyers reluctant 
to take hold even at that. Despite the fact 
that there is liable to be a great rush next 
Tuesday, after the accumulation of two 
days’ receipts, and receivers were therefore 
willing to take anything within reason, a 
great deal of stuff was of necessity carried 
over. Not only today, but to a greater or 
leSs degree, has the cash market been sick 
throughout the week, with the possible 
exception of Monday. Fora long time the 
Kansas City market has been held up by the 
buying for shipment to the northwest to 
make up the spring wheat deficit. But 
these buyers appear to have left this market, 
and outside of a few cars to Milwaukee, no 
wheat is known to have gone to northern 
milling centers during the week. As a con- 
sequence, there has been little demand, and 
the week has witnessed a very slow market. 
Receipts, too, have begun to fall off, and a 
rapid decline in the amount received here 
together with otber western markets is not 
unexpected. In the face of this, however, 
a good deal of wheat bas been sold on con- 
tract for next week, which would seem to 
indicate a belief in the continuance of the 
heavy receipts for at least that length of 
time. Soft wheat has been duller than ever. 
It has been recently given temporary sup- 
port by the call from Chicago for wheat to 
deliver on May sales. and now that this prop 
is gone it is very slow.

No further reports come from any part of 
Kansas concerning wheat being dainaged by 
rust. On the contrary, the original story to 
that effect, sent out last week, lacks confirin- 
ation from any source.

Today, for the first 
time in several weeks, 
I do not have to send 
you a cable advancing 
every price in the list. 
There has been a halt 
in the markets, with- 
out special changes in 
price, though I am ca- 
bling you slight reduc- 
tions in London quota- 
tions. It may only be a chance occurrence, 
but it is at least a coincidence that the 
quietness in the market the last few days 
has been fully equaled by the quietness in 
the war news. Since last Sunday, when 
some enterprising papers that do not usual- 
ly appear on other than week days, got out 
a special edition that was being hawked 
around through the residence portion of the 
town at three times the price of the daily 
edition, announcing in big letters, ‘‘Cap- 
ture of the Paris,’’ which report was prompt- 
ly contradicted next day, none of the papers 
have given us any war news worth mention- 
ing. Many traders still think the war has 
had nothing to do with the advance in 
prices, and I suppose such traders would at- 
tach more importance to the improvement 
in the weather in France. It has been very 
rainy and stormy on the continent generally 
for some weeks back, and advices to hand 
as late as Monday of this week reported that 
the situation in France, as regards the wheat 
crop, was rapidly becoming critical, and 
that, from the excessive rains, inuch dam- 
age had been done that no amount of good 
weather afterwards could entirely overcome. 
Since then, however, there has been a de- 
cided improvement in the weather in 
France, which, if continued, will allay the 
anxiety as to the French crop for the pres- 
ent. In England, the weather has been 
rather rainy the past week, and decidedly 
cool, and the season, here, on the whole, is 
rather backward. While some authorities 
claim that the cereal harvest in Great Brit- 
ain this year will probably be adversely 
affected by the weather the past month, 
from my own experience in such matters I 
ain inclined to the belief that, with good 
weather from now on, the English harvest 
will be a good one. Possibly this otpimist- 
ic view of the case is heightened by the 
fact that, as I write, the sun is streaming 
in through the window of the Northwestern 
Miller's London office, very much as it may 
be at the Northwestern Miller offices in Su- 
perior or St. Louis or Minneapolis. The 
ouly difference is that at the London office 
sunshine has not been much in evidence the 
past few weeks.

On today’s market there was very little 
doing. The attendance was light, even for 
Wednesday, receipts were light, and sales 
even more so. In feeding stuffs there has 
been a sensible decline, and one extensive 
importer in this line told ime that whereas, 
a week ago, his offers for stuff on the spot 
had been declined he had bought the same 
stuff today at 7s under his former offer. 'The 
imports into the United Kingdom last week 
amounted to 335,000 qrs of wheat and 140, -

I have recently received from Editor Ku- 
nis, of Die Miihle, a pamphlet entitled, 
‘*How to Test Grain and Flour for Purity, 
Color and Baking Quality.’ This pamph- 
let is intended especially to advertise a 
flour-testing apparatus gotten up by Mr. 
Kunis, which he calls a farinometer, and a 
good part of it is given toa description of 
this machine, and the method of using it. 
Iv his preliminary remarks, Mr. Kunis calls 
attention to numerous defects in the system 
of testing flour by the aleurometer, in which 
the gluten alone is baked. Among these 
defects, he inentions that the purity of the 
gluten depends largely on the skill of the 
operator. The washing out of the gluten is a 
tedious operation, and the operator does not 
know how much water the gluten contains, 
but the water contained in the gluten great- 
ly affects its rising properties, as steam

If gluten is allowed to stand a longer 
or shorter time it gives off more or Jess wa- 
ter. At the same tiine a change occurs in 
the gluten itself, since its constituents are 
altered from the effect of the water con- 
tained in it. From this reason the same 
sample of gluten, baked at different times, 
will give diflerent results. As an improve- 
ment, therefore, on the aleurometer, Mr. 
Kunis devised the farinometer, which is 
based on the principle that, for testing the 
— of flour, it is necessary to take the 

our in it entirety and not separate parts of 
it, as gluten, etc. The aleurometer . was 
based on the principle that the gluten was 
that part of the flour which caused the ris- 
ing of the dough, while the other constitu- 
ents were regarded as quite secondary. 
More recent tests have, however, shown that 
this is not so.

As there seems tu have been some uncer- 
tainty as to the exact terms of the new 
French law, reducing the duty on flour, I 
applied to our consul-general in Paris, Mr. 
Gowdy, who has kindly sent me a transla- 
tion of the French law. Article 14, of the 
law of Jan. 11, 1892, provides as follows: 
‘*‘Whenever, owing to the enforcement of 
article first, of the law of March 29, 1887, or 
owing to the enforcement of a special law, 
the duty on wheat shall be reduced, the du- 
ties on flour and on bread shall bear a pro- 
portionate reduction.’’ Accordingly, in 
view of the decree of May 3, 1898, a decree 
has just been issued providing for the re- 
duction of duty on flour. This decree is 
here given: 

Article 1. From and after May 5, 1898, 
inclusive, to July 1, 1898, exclusive, the 
import duties on flour of wheat, of spelt, 
an of flour of rye and wheat mixed 
(méteil), and on bread, are reduced to 
the following rates, viz: Wheat, spelt. 
rye and wheat mixed (méteil), crushed 
grains, etc, containing more than 10 per 
cent of flour, 1 frane (19.3¢) per 100 kilo- 
grams (220.46 lbs); flour at the rate of ex- 
traction of 70 per cent and above, 1 franc 
per 100 kilograms; flour at the rate of ex- 
traction between 70 and €0 per cent, 1.85 
frances per 100 kilograins; flour at the rate of 
extraction of 60 per cent and below, 2 frances 
per 100 kilograins; bread, 1 france per 100 
kilograms. 

Article 2, At the expiration of this peri- 
od, the duties provided for by the law of 
Feb, 27, 1894, shall be collected in full. 

Article 3. The president of the counedl, 
ininister of agriculture, the minister of 
commerce, of industry, of posts and tele- 
graphs, and the ininister of finance, ate 
charged, each, as to that which concerns 
him, with the execution of the present de- 
cree, which shall be inserted in the Bulletin 
des Lois, and published in the Journal Offi- 
ciel. 

Done at Paris this fourth day of May, 
1898, (Signed) Ferrix Faure.

The farinometer consists of a copper bak- 
ing oven, witha spirit lamp of improved 
form, baking cylinders, and accessories, as 
scales, dishes, measures, etc. The expan- 
sion of the dough is secured somewhat as in 
the use of baking powder, by the combina- 
tion of an acid and an alkali. Two batches 
of flour of 30 grammes each, are weighed 
off. One is then wet up with 15 grammes 
of the alkaline solution, and the other with 
a like quantity of the acid solution, The 
two doughs are kneaded together and al- 
lowed to stand for a quarter of an hour. Part 
of the dough is put in the baking tubes, which 
are closed, so that the dough oozes out at 
both ends. The operator takes a broad 
knife dipped in water, and cuts off the ends 
of the dough square. There are three of 
these tubes, which are all filled in the same 
manner, and are then placed in the oven, 
which is arranged so as to be evenly heated 
by the alcohol vapor. After the doughs are 
baked, they are put separately into the 
measuring glass. Coarse middlings are 
poured into the measuring glass, which is 
shaken so as to fill all the chinks with mid- 
dlings. The glass is then struck off smooth 
with a small ruler, the same as one would 
do in testing a sample of wheat with the 
Fairbanks tester. The middlings in the glass 
are poured into a special measure, which is 
shaken so that the middlings are level on 
top, and a number corresponding to the level 


of the middlings in the testing glass is 
noted. A special table is supplied with a 
machine, and, by noting the amount of 


solution that was put to the flour to make 
the dough, in conjunction with the above 
figure recorded by the testing glass, the 
table gives the percentage of the expansive 
power of the sample of flour. Mr. Kunis 
has recently improved his farinometer so 
that the dough can expand in all directions, 
also providing for several teste, simultane- 
ously, for the same sample of flour. He also 
provides for the uniformity of the raising 
substances, and has improved the measur- 
ing systern, and has reduced the price of 
the farinometer, and now supplies three of 
them for 100 marks, about $25.

Dunlop Bros. (May 18): ‘‘Consequent 
upon the reaction in the Liverpool and 
Aimerican speculative markets during the 
past week, the tone here has been quiet, and 
prices have rather favored buyers. ‘The ar- 
rivals this week are light.’’ 

LIVERPOOL. 

Kruger, Darsie & Co. (May17): ‘‘ Though 
much quieter than during the previous week, 
the wheat trade has seen considerable fluc- 
tuations, even the last seven days. After 
closing last Tuesday at 11s 4d, July wheat 
had gone down by last Saturday to 10s 5d 
nearly 1s per ctl; it has, however, recove’ 
since then to about 10s 11d, a rise of 6d 
per ctl on the lowest point, and a fall of 5d 
per ctl since last Tuesday. The consump- 
tive demand has, however, slackened off very 
materially, and has not been revived by the 
recent signs of recovery in futures. As far 
as the flour trade is concerned. this has in- 
deed been a dead letter during the past sen- 
night, and though prices are nominally. un- 
changed, the turn-over has been entirely 
insufficient to properly test prices. We, 
therefore, call prices nominally unchanged. 
with, however, an almost entire absence of 
consumptive demand. ’”’ 

AMSTERDAM. 

Van der Zee & Grippeling (May 17): 
‘‘Our markets this week have been under 
the influence of the duller American fu- 
ture markets. Inland millers reduced their 
quotations from 2 to 3 guilders, without 
dolag business of any importance. Holders 
of American flour likewise offered their 
goods much below last week’s prices, and 
sold but small lots. At present, business 
with America is out of the question, as lower 
prices are expected later on, and no one can

Altona Bros. (May 17): ‘‘Markets, since 
our report of May 10, after reaching a high 
culminating point, receded considerably 
until Saturday, when it seemed that Ameri- 
can buyers renewed their operations, and 
markets showed a_ decidedly better tone 
again yesterday. The recent decline has 
had an adverse influence on continental op- 
erations, and importers, who, having bought, 
it seems, above actual wants, are reluctant 
to follow higher prices, particularly in the 
case of corn. Nevertheless, as_politic- 
al circumstances are, in general, not 


very favorable, we minmay witness a 
further advance. Europe must still 
buy. Crop accounts, on the whole, are 


favorable, but warm and sunny weather is 
much wished for. Business is very re- 
strained, as buyers and sellers are too far 
apart. Wheat is quiet and the demand is 
small; no transactions have been done, so 
far as can be ascertained. Flour is dull, 
and the second hand depresses the market 
and tries to sell about 1 florin lower than 
offers from America. Stocks in first hands 
have decreased. ’’

With further reference to my inquiry as 
to how largely the reduction of duty on flour 
by France, Italy and Spain is responsible 
for the revent advance in flour prices, and 
if any flour is being shipped froin the differ- 
ent ports to France, I have received the fol- 
lowing replies: 

LIVERPOOL. 

Kruger, Darsie & Co: ‘‘We beg to say 
that, as far as we can judge, the reduction 
of duty on flour by France, Italy and Spain, 
is almost entirely responsible for the most 
recent part of the heavy advance, as it has 
cleared off at least 1,000,000 qrs of wheat, 
arriving in cargoes headed for the United 
Kingdom, which have been, and are being, 
diverted to continental ports, in addition to 
buying up most of the available wheat from 
Indian ports which can be obtained for im- 
mediate shipment, in order to arrive before 
July 1. These novements, of course, have 
curtailed seriously the quantity available for 
consuipption in this country, and this has 
caused alarm, and heavy advances in prices. 
You further inquire as to whether we hear of 
any flour being shipped to the above-named 
countries from our port, and we beg to say 
in reply that a considerable quantity of flour 
has been shipped during the past 30 days to 
go to these countries, and quite recently a 
large purchase has been ae from one of 
our Liverpool mills, to go to France, we 
understand, *’ 

GLASGOW, 


Arch. Hamilton & Sons: ‘‘We think 
the reduction of duty in France, Italy and 
Spain responsible for two-thirds of the rise 
in prices of wheat and flour. Things had 
just begun to settle down at a moderate ad- 
vance when this added new fuel to the flame. 
We have not heard of any flour being shipped 
to France, Spain or Italy from this port.’ 

AMSTERDAM. 

Gerhard Polak: ‘‘I do not think that the 
reduction of the duty in the other countries 
of Europe has had any influence in our 
flour market today. The poor advance we 
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have had, which is now still poorer than it 
has been, is only the consequence of the 
Awerican wheat offers,which mey have been 
caused by the reduction of the duty in Lat- 
in lands. However, the prices in our coun- 
try.are very much below the American. 
Yesterday, American quotations for first 
clears were 18.25 florins, while it was not 
salable at 16 florins, at which price it was 
offered. Today, I do not believe that there 
could be found a buyer who would even buy 
first clears for prompt shipment at 15 flor- 
ins. I have not yet heard of any consider- 
able export of flour to other countries. ’’ 
HAMBURG. 

P. Leschitzki: ‘‘I beg to say that I have 
heard that France is in the market to buy 
flour from Germany, and probably this will 
have had some influence on flour prices in 
America.”’ 

ALTONA. 

H. A. Inselmann: ‘‘The duty for 100 ki- 
los of wheat is as follows: Portugal, 9 
marks; Spain, 8.50; Italy, 6.08; France, 
5.67; Sweden, 4.96; Germany, 3.50; Austria, 
3.05. Ido not know what the duty is on 
wheat flour. The price for American first 
patent flour was 24 marks on April 7; to- 
day, it is 32 per 100 kilos, c. i. f. Ham- 
burg. I learn that a Hamburg mill has re- 
ceutly done a large business with France. *’ 

KIEL. 


Wihl. Fischbeck & Co: ‘*The reduction 
of duty on flour by France, Italy and Spain 
caused, in our opinion, to a great extent 
the advance in flour prices. America is 
getting more and more aware that Europe 
is without any stocks of wheat. We have 
not exported any flour to the countries 
named. In fact, we have none to export.’’ 

COPENHAGEN, 

H. F. C. Schacke: ‘‘I really think that 
the abolition of the duty in France, Italy 
and Spain is a cause of the recent advance 
in flour prices, but to what extent it is diffi- 
cult to say. I am trying to sell flour to 


those countries, but as yet have not suc- 
ceeded. ”’ 








HUNGARY. 
[Special Correspondence. | 
Many complaints 
have been reported 


from various parts of 
the country, as to the 
condition of the grow- 
ing crops ; but, of late, 
the weather has been 
extremely favorable to 
the young plants, and 
prospects inust now be 
called fair to good, 
while there appears to be every chance of the 
weather remaining satisfactory for the near 
future. In the beginning of April, the Buda- 
pest mills discussed theadvisability of further 
joint reduction of their output, if not a 
total closing up, as wheat was growing 
searcer, and they had greatest difficulty to 
procure necessary raw material. A definite 
decision was, however, not arrived at, and 
so they continued to take up the available 
parcels of wheat, which came into the open 
market, with the very natural result of 
forcing prices up still higher. In fact, the 
advance in this market has preceded all the 
others, so that, when the American boom 
was reported here, it could only strengthen 
the position, but did not cause any further 
rise in prices. 





* * 


It is true that. so far, no direct want of 
wheat has been felt, as has already been the 
case in other European countries, but the 
scarcity is very perceptible, nevertheless, 
and the pinch would be even greater, if 
there were not the probability of some of 
the great landowners still holding certain 
quantities of grain. The amount of these 
holdings, it is impossible to estimate, but 
they may be numerous, whatever the inter- 
ested parties inay say to the contrary, and 
it is very likely that these quantities will 
not appear in the market before the current 
month is past, May being considered the 
critical period, which more or less 
decides the fate of the year’s harvest. If 
the crop prospects, then, should turn out to 
be good, the owners will take what they can 
get, and recoup themselves later on with 
the large yield of this year’s harvest; but, if 
the prospects should be unfavorable, they 
hope to get prices far above the present 
level.

The enormous drop of $1.50 per 100 kilos 
from May-June to October delivery is quite 
unprecedented in this country, and it has 
largely been brought about by the prevailing 
policy of operators to make bear sales for 
autumn delivery, as a counterpoise to their 
bull engagements for spring delivery. Also, 
a number of bears in spring wheat, when 
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running to cover, at the last moment, shift- 
ed their position to autumn. So far, how- 
ever, there is no prospect that new crop will 
decline, but, on the contrary, a strong de- 
mand must be expected for July and August, 
as the mills, after their enforced idleness 
of many months, will strive to work at their 
full power again, so that a general scramble 
for new wheat may ensue. 

* * 

The stocks of flour are smaller than they 
have been for a great number of yeurs, and 
especially top grades are scarce to a degree 
hitherto unknown, in consequence of 1e- 
duced output, and the want of wheat suit- 
able to their production. Austria has bought 
heavily of them, and, last week, large sales 
were made abroad at advanced prices. 
France, especially, evinced a strong de- 
mand, and some of the mills have sold 
heavily.

On April 24 the North Hungarian Millers’ 
Union held a meeting at the Szolnok mill, 
and had invited the representatives of the 
Budapest and south Hungarian mills. Sev- 
eral matters of general interest were dis- 
cussed, the principal theme being the prob- 
able effect of the intended abolition of the 
Austro-Hungarian customs union. A reso- 
lution was passed in favor of the continu- 
ance of the union. If such union should 
prove unfeasible, it was proclaimed the in- 
dispensable duty of the Hungarian govern- 
ment to protect the national milling indus- 
try against the ill effects of any differential 
tariff, as to the duties on wheat and flour, 
respectively, that may be planned in Aus- 
tria. A great many personages of note, and 
the dignitaries of the country, were present, 
and they conferred on the proceedings a 
character of more than usual importance. A 
request made by the Austrian government, 
demanding the total suspension of the im- 
port duty on wheat, has been rejected by 
Hungary, but the matter is to be the sub- 
ject of an interpellation in the Hungarian 
diet next week.

Flour could hardly 
be any duller or more 
neglected than it has 
been this week. Prices 
have experienced little 
change, in the absence 
of trading, although, 
with offerings more 
plentiful from all sec- 
tions, it is safe to say 
that buyers would have 
no trouble in obtaining concessicns. Job- 
bers had good stocks and sold freely on the 
late rise, regardless of mill prices ; henve they 
are now content to make deliveries and wait 
for a reaction in the market. Lower values 
are confidently looked for after the May man- 
ipulation is over, and naturally so, since we 
ure on the eve of a mammoth new crop, 
and the prospects the world over are good, 
and since prices, receipts and amount afloat 
are double what they were this time last 
year. Until the break comes, it will be the 
policy of the trade to buy as little as possi- 
ble. Furthermore, it requires more capital 
to carry flour now than it did, while the in- 
roads of adulteration are also to be reck- 
oned with. Our dealers are alive to the 
situation. They have been exceedingly 
fortunate thus far, in that they got in at 
the bottom and out at the top, and, from 
now on, propose to be more cautious than 
ever. The consumers were the lambs this 
time, by reason of war and newspaper talk 
of Leiter and famine. 

* 

Mills continue to ask widely different 
prices for flour, particularly those making 
the spring product; hence appended quota- 
tions again necessarily refer exclusively to 
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the approximate trading range of the mar- 
ket. Minneapolis seems to be the dearest 
spot on earth at present, which is strange 
too, in view of the Kansas, Nebraska and 
Iowa wheat she is receiving, but, as she is 
‘*not the only pebble on the beach,’’ our 
buyers are not at all dependent upon her, 
and care very little about her quotations. It 
is quite natural to suppose that the north- 
west cannot grind Kansas wheat and 
compete with the Kansas mills; however, 
Milwaukee, Head of the Lakes, Chicago and 
some country points have been the cheapest 
sellers of springs, though nothing of mo- 
ment was accomplished. Winters have been 
equally dull, with only an occasional car 
changed hands. Nothing further has de- 
veloped in government contracts, except 
that the C. A. Gambrill Mfg. Co. has of- 
fered to increase the quantity on its last 
sale from 30,000 to 60,000 bbls. This propo- 
sition is under consideration and will be 
acted upon, it is thought. ina few days. City 
mills report a quiet home and foreign trade. 
and, owing to stoppages incident to annual 
repairing, there was a weekly output of 
only about 7.200 bbls. Rio extra is easier 
and neglected, at the subjoined quotations. 
Clearances of flour for the week were 54,485 
bbls; receipts, also destined for shipment 
Soggy & 49,261.

Wheat has taken a most decided header, 
closing today 11%4c lower on cash and 9c on 
July than the figures of last Saturday. Re- 
ceipts and clearances have been good, yet 
stocks show an increase of 80,348 bus. Ca- 
bles, as a rule, have been stale, flat and un- 
profitable, bringing workable orders for 
only about 15 boatloads of wheat. In fact, 
the other side is about as demoralized as 
this side, at present. Freight engagements 
for the week were next to nothing, as re- 
gards both berth room and steamers, the 
little doing being mainly for coarse grain. 
Milling wheat is 10@11%¢c lower, according 
to grade, than previous quotations, with re- 
ceipts running good of both southern and 
western, but with millers and shippers alike 
evincing no interest in the offerings.

The outlook for flour 
is certainly unfavora- 
ble. The great dis- 
count of June - wheat 
on May, of July wheat 
on May, and of the 
new crop deliveries on 
old crop, offer no in- 
ducement to buyers of 
flour to take more than 
enough for current re- 
quirements. It would seem as if these re- 
quirements had been squeezed down to the 
very lowest notch from the way in which 
the trade buys here. It is possible that out- 
side buyers have got their supplies from the 
mills, but whatever the reason is, the mar- 
ket is certainly flat, stale and unprofitable, 
with buyers eagerly turning away on the 
downward swings of wheat prices ard very 
coyly coming up when the wheat market 
has n bid up. Of course, there are a few 
rampant bulls who think that $1.91 for wheat 
at New York is relatively cheap, and 
glory in the fact that they paid $7.75 fora 
few carlots and $8 for a truckload of flour, 
although the trade as a whole does not look 
upon the situation this way. The opinion 
is sharply divided. The ranks of the bulls 
include a great many of the flour dealers. 
but even these bulls are unwilling to be 
‘‘long’’ of very much stuff, but are equally 
unwilling to take up the ‘‘short’’ side. They 
look for high prices for the balance of 
the old crop year, well into the middle 
of July, as a natural sequence of the pres- 
ent situation. The prices for flour 
this week have ranged from $6.60, for 
outside patents, not much better than 
straights, up to $7.45, asked, for some of 
the standard Minneapolis flour, with a little 
business around $7.25, breaking to $6.80 at 
the close of the week, and an occasional 
trade at the figures quoted. Clears have 
been simply unsalable, and, in the absence 
of any export trade, range from $5.10 up to 
about $5.50 asked, with $5.25@5.30 possibly 
the selling market for good ones. Perhaps 
a little more could be obtained in a small 
way. lLow-grades are extremely difficult to 
quote, not only in spring flour, but in 
winter. There is no low-grade flour here of 
any large amount, and only here and there 
a car wanted. 

* *¥ 


Winter flour has been moving slowly, and 
the demand is just as flat and unpromising 
as in spring flour, with prices showing quite 
a sharp reduction toward the close of the 
week. Straights are quoted froin $5.85 up 
to $6.25 for fancy, with $6@6.10, not far 
away from the selling market, excepting on 
special branded goods, closing weak.

Rye flour has been dull and heavy, with 
prices showing a weakening tone toward 
the close, the market being quoted from 
$3.70 to $4.15. 

Millfeed has been weak and lower, losing 
a greater portion of the advance on the 
stampede, excepting for choice heavy feed 
from white wheat, but ordinary bran is very 
slow with buyers taking only here and there 
acar. Coarse spring bran has broken to 
$14 on the spot, as against $19@20 for the 
outside figures. Prices are quoted around 
$13.50@13.75 for 200-lb sacks to arrive, with 
the usual difference for 100 Ibs. The market 
for heavy feed ranges from $14 up to about 
$18 asked, and some of the very fancy kinds 
are quoted even more, but are not selling. 
City feed has also given way to about $16.

_ The flour trade has petitioned the trunk 
lines, through the flour committee, for a 
modification of the fluur rule which went 
into effect May 16. A reply to the commu- 
nication has been received, regretting that 
the association could not order the rule 
closed. The reason assigned was that the 
rule applied to numerous kinds of merchan- 
dise, and that, while they might be disad- 
vantageous to flour receivers, they were ad- 
vantageous to other merchants, and that 
they have been put into effect on the in- 
stance of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion on the ground that the old rules favored 
the larger receivers. Under the new rule, 
flour received here lighterage free carries 
20 days’ free storage. If not lighterage free, 
four  : If for local consumption, four 
days. If for export, flour is given 60 days 
from the point of western shipment to time 
of exportation, and this gives, according to 
the time used in rail transit, from 30 to 50 
days free storage here in New York. This 
is an unjust discrimination against the local 
receiver in favor of the exporter. The local 
receiver has to sell his flour within 20 days, 
while the exporter has at least 30, and possi- 
bly 50, to turn in. The trouble with the 
— of these rules is the enforcement 
vf them. Two years ago, the railroads adopt- 
ed a stern set of rules about storage, but 
somehow the enforcement of these rules, 
after the blaring of trumpets at the start, 
slowly went to pieces. here was not much 
enthusiasm displayed and it is intimated on 
good authority that some of the large receiv- 
ing houses here were found to be getting 
flour and paying no storage. If the roads 
would live up to the rules, it would be a 
condition that the trade would adapt itself 
to without undue disturbance. But if, as 
asserted, the rule is enforced as it is alleged 
to have been in the past, the result may 
simply be a duplication of discriminations 
in favor of the larger and more favored re- 
ceivers, 

The trade in wheat this week has been ir- 
regular, developing decided weakness. For- 
eign houses have been good sellers all the 
week. There has been considerable selling 
out of August-September contracts reported 
for shipment, and there has been a com- 
plete collapse of the foreign demand for 
cash stuff. Foreign markets have broken 
badly in all positions. Freights have gone 
to pieces, and the American markets have 
not had any export business as a result. As 
far as the business in May wheat is con- 
cerned, the short interest is believed to be 
small. There is considerable contract wheat 
here for delivery, and considerably more 
arrived by roads not’ having elevators, and, 
owing to the bad weather, has not been put 
afloat, delaying deliveries on May contracts. 
‘The wheat has been delivered to Leiter 
brokers and, from time to time, these bro- 
kers have been engaging freight for ship- 
ment out of this wheat.

_ Corn has been semi-demoralized, break - 
ing badly on a complete cessation of the ex- 
port business. Indeed, there has been re-sell- 
ing of corn as well as wheat. The enormous 
buying in April, in fact right up to the 
time of the Dewey victory at Manila, which 
put an entire new phase on the war situa- 
tion, as viewed by Europe, seemed to fill 
every nook abroad. Since then there has 
been absolutely no demand. Corn prices 
have broken 3c per bu from the top, and 
full cargoes about 6c, making the loss to 
Europe about 9c per bu, with no return of 
the demand. Actual exports are enormous, 
and up to May 31 will be about 180,000,000 
bus from this country, exceeding the phe- 
nomenal record of 177,000,000 for last year. 
For the full year the total promises to be 
nearly 200,000,000. There has also been a 
coinplete collapse in the demand for other 
grains, oats, rye and barley, with prices 
weakening rapidly.

Clover Seed in Austria-Hungary. 


Consul-General Hurst, under date of 
Vienna, March 18, 1898, says: 

Referring to my report on American 

clover seed in Austria-Hungary, sent to the 
department March 5, I hasten to add that it 
is stated by the local press that the Hunga- 
rian state stations for the inspection of seeds 
have already been directed by the Hun- 
garian ministry of agriculture not to affix, 
in future, the official seal to importations of 
American clover and alfalfa seed. The 
omission of this governmental attestation 
stamps the seed as harmful and unfit for 
use. 
The text of the prohibitive measure (No. 
1894, March 10, 1898) has not been made 
public, so far as Iam able to learn, and is 
apparently intended for the official seed in- 
spectors only. 

It is now feared, in view of the practical 
exclusion of the seeds in question from 
Hungary, that steps to the same end will be 
taken in Austria.

The accompanying cut is of the Evans 
wagon dump, manufactured and sold by the 
Link Belt Machinery Co., of Chicago. This 
duinp is an improvement on the “'S. & L.*’ 
and is designed particularly for heavy duty, 
such as that required by elevators ‘in the 
northwest. With the latter, heavy loads are 
handled, and perfect safety and control are 
absolutely necessary. The company explains 
that formerly the S. &. L. dumps were used 
in that trade, as being the best form then 
on the market, but it was found necessary 
to provide them with expensive and cum- 
bersome timber construction, arranged to 
furnish strong but movable supports under 
the ends of the dump rails, to prevent acci- 
dents when driving the load on. 

From the accompanying outline iliustra- 
tion, it will be seen that the pivoted iron 
supports for the ends of the rails, shown in 
the foreground, are operated by a crossrod,

processes known to flour manufacture, in- 
cluding the scalping of break stocks, grad- 
ing of middlings and dressing the flour to a 
finish, both on high and low-grade stccks. 
The general construction of the machine is 
shown iv the accompanying sketch. 

In all sifting machines the mechanisin for 
supporting and imparting movement to the 
sieve case is a very important feature. The 
Richmond sifter has a substantial iron 
frame with broad base, in which are mount- 
ed on anti-friction bearings, four substan- 
tial upright shafts. At the top of, each up 
right shaft is placed a balance wheel, and in 
each balance wheel is a crank pin, which 
supports and swings the sieve case. As will 
be seen, the machine is eutirely self-con- 
tained, and the pull and strain, resultant 

The use of four cranks for driving, sup- 
porting and directing the movement of the 
sieves effectually does away with all the tend- 
ency to unequal or irregular movement of 
different portions of the machine, all parts 
moving in perfect unison, and without per- 
ceptible jar or vibration. 

The sieve frames are set in a_ horizontal 
plane, placed one above another in the out- 
er case, and are divided into parallel chan- 
nels of width adapted to the material to be 
sifted. The sifting surfaces of these chan- 























from the weight of the sieve box and from 
the centrifugal force developed in inachines 
of this class by its rapid movement, are met 
and etfectually counterbalanced at the four 
corners of the supporting base in the Rich- 
inond sifter. This provides against any vi- 
bration of the building in which the ma- 
chine may be located. 

Driving pulleys are placed on each of the 
upright shafts, and a driving belt is passed 
around them.

The side inclination of the sifting surfaces 
is slight, and in practical operation the ma 
terial to be sifted is spread in a thin layer

The special merits claimed for this pecu- 
liarity of construction are, first, the unob- 
structed cloth surface, giving great bolting 
capacity, and second, the absence of all tend- 
ency to bunch and mix up the stock, or to 
turn it over during the sifting process.

Where desired, a practical cut-off device 
is applied to the sifter, whereby the miller 
may have full conérol of the bolting at the 
tail of the mill.

Consider- 
able damage by hail and cyclone is reported 
from southern Kansas and northern Texas. 
Oats and barley ure doing nicely. Farmers 
are busy with corn, which is rather back- 
ward. Prominent millers in Oklahoma and 
Texas report condition as follows: 

OKLAHOMA. 

Canadian County Mill & Elevator Co., El 
Reno: ‘Milling has been very good with 
us for a month, on account of active and 
advancing prices. Both of the El Reno 
mills are running full time, with a good 
demand for their product. The outlook for 
new wheat is fine. We have had plenty of 
rain to mature crops, and with good weath 
er froin now on we expect to raise more 
wheat than last year.”’ 

TEXAS. 


Thomas Harrison & Son, Burnet: ‘‘The 
prospects for a wheat crop are excellent in 
this part of the state, and we expect a much 
larger crop than last year. The yield per 
acre, however, will probably be smaller, 
heads being short, but all well filled. The 
inilling business is fair for this season of 
the year.’’ 

Chapman Milling Co., Sherman: ‘‘The 
milling business in Texas is rather quiet, 
as nearly all the mills are shut down mak- 
ing usual repairs before harvest.

Drawback Regulations. 





Regulations adopted by the treasury de- 
partment to control drawbacks on flour 
sacks, differ in some respects from the tem- 
porary rules recently pubilshed. Under the 
permnanent rules, preliminary entries cover- 
ing bags filled with flour or other cereals 
must state the name of the exporting steam- 
ship or transportation line, the marks or 
brands on the bags, the quantity, size or ca- 
pacity of the same, and the place where de- 
posited for inspection and lading. If shipped 
under through bill of lading from some 
interior point to foreign destination, the en- 
try, in addition to the above, must also 
show the number of the’ dill of. lading or 
date of shipment, the name of the steam- 
ship line by which made and to be delivered 
at the place of deposit for inspection and 
ey and the name of the shipper. 

The party entitled to claim a drawback 
may, at the time, or before the customs in- 
spector in charge at shipping, place a no- 
tice of intent to export. In case prelimin- 
ary or other entry. as provided in the cus- 
toms regulations of 1892, has not been re- 
ceived, the inspector shall proceed to identi- 
fy the goods with the description thereon 
in such notice, and shall supervise the lad- 
ing of goods on exporting vessels. When no 
portion of merchandise covered by a prelim-~ 
inary entry is laded within 60 days from the 
date of filling of such entry, the inspecting 
officer shall return it to the surveyor or cus- 
toms official issuing the order to inspect.

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A. J. McDaniel, a well-known cooper, and 
in recent years a ‘member of the Sixth street 
shop, will leave here and locate in Indiana 
at a point opposite Louisville, Ky. 

The Bibb Broom Corn Co., of this city, 
is now handling the hoops of a Michigan 
factory, and may also sell staves, doing a 
general brokerage business in cooperage. 

For the week ended May 28, flour barrel 
stock was unloaded at Minneapolis by five 
shops, as follows: Elm staves, 20 cars; 
heading, 6; coiled elm hoops, 6, and hickory 
hoops, 9. 

The sale of 69,100 barrels by five shops 
last week represented the consumption of 
about 359,000 patent coiled hoops and 287,- 
000 hickory. The sixth shop here uses prac- 
tically no Richens hoops. 

There were about 4,000 10 and 12-hickory 
hoop barrels used by the mills last week, 
which accounts for the comparutivel ly large 
number of hickory hoops consumed then. 
More or less of this type of barrels will be 
taken the present week. 

For the week ended May 21, shops at 7 
outside points in the northwest, sold 8,100 
barrels and made 10,500. The stock received 
by these shops consisted of 3 cars elm staves 
and 1 car heading. The points reporting are 
New Ulm, Mankato, Cannon Falls, Shako- 
pee, St. Cloud, Hastings, Minn., and La 
Crosse, Wis. 

The new schedule of wages which went 
into effect May 1, between the tight barrel 
coopers’ union of Minneapolis and the tight 
barrel shops, is as follows: Making eighth 
beer kegs, from rough or sawed and Sasked 
staves, 45c; quarter kegs, from rough staves, 
65¢c ; half kegs, from rough staves, 85c; full 
barrels, from sawed and bucked staves, 
$1.30; from rough staves, $1.40. In the 
case of the quarter and half kegs, 5c addi- 
tional is paid where they are made from 
rough staves. The work is all done by hand, 
the breweries being induced to use only 
hand-made packages. The arrangement be- 
tween the shops and the union runs for one 
year. The coopers are now making an 
effort to induce wholesale liquor dealers of 
Minneapolis to buy hand-made packages 
only, and discard the machine-made casks 
that they are now generally buying. 

The barrel sales of last week decreased 
19,000. This was a natural result of the re- 
duced flour production. Four out of five 
shops had about as _ large a business as they 
could take, even with a considerable number 
of extra Coopers. Their reserve stocks of 
barrels had been exhausted, and therefore 
sales were confined to what could be made. 
The make for the week about offset the sales. 
For the current week, the sales promise to 
show a further decrease, as the flour output 
will be smaller. Flour is really dead, and 
most coopers look for business to be quiet 
for a while.

The barrel stock market continues healthy. 
Consumption in the northwest during the 
past month has been surprisingly large, and 
has afforded a good deal of new business 
for those in position to make quick deliv- 
ery. Quite a liberal quantity of elm staves 
has been bought on the open market, but at 
prices close to $6.10@6.25 per M. This has 
resulted in absorbing round lots that were 
in sight, and which had to be disposed of, 
and the effect has been to leave the market 
in a more healthy condition. Even coopers 
are beginning to concede the possibility of 
stock being stronger in this market, if a 
large apple crop is realized. They appreci- 
ate that the east is paying relatively higher 
prices than we are, and that a large demand 
for apple-barrel stock would be quite likely 
to stiffen values in the northwest. While 
there might be some handlers willing to 
make contracts for future delivery at $6.25, 
there are others asking $6.50, and they avow 
that they will not be as aggressive as usual 
for trade in the northwest. Heading is in 
active demand and could be sold freely at 
3lge per set. Some factories are asking 3%e, 
but no new sales are reported at over 31¢c. 
Wisconsin factorymen report a good de- 
mand from Chicago and the east, and that 
they are able to sell to such trade at prices 
that are fully as high f. o. b. cars at facto- 
ry as they can get for heading delivered in 
Minneapolis. Naturally, heading is not, 
under these circumstances, being pressed on 
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the market in Minneapolis. It is thought 
that with a good apple crop, there will be a 
chance for an advance in prices. Not much 
is doing in patent hoops. While there is a 
limited quantity of hoops from nearby fac- 
tories available at $6.25 per M, for the best 
Michigan makes, $6.50 is firmly held for. 
One Michigan mill is offering at $6, but 
most coopers do not like the quality. Hand- 
lers urge that the hoop situation naturally 
tends to greater strength, as with a good 
apple crop, hoops would be the article most 
affected, on account of there being only 
about one grade.

Government reports say that apples may 
be light in some places in New York state, 
and that in Maryland and Delaware, the 
prospects are less favorable. 


By a reciprocity agreement just arranged 
by the president, staves and hoops from the 
United States are to be admitted into 
France at the minimum French rate of 
duty. 


J. Painter & Sons Co., Pittsburg, Pa : ‘‘We 
regret to report that the steel flour-barrel 
hoop didn’t take with the trade, although 
we gave it plenty of chances to try them. 
Presume our turn won’t come before all the 
cheap timber is exhausted.’ 


Ruplinger Stave & Heading Oo., Loyal, 
Wis: ‘‘Our cut of heading this season is 
about as usual, but we are shipping a good 
deal more stock east, as we find the market 
better, although we have more calls for 
heading than we can possibly meet.’ 


Reports from Michigan are to the effect 
that some of the stave and hoop mills of 
that state will finish cutting their supply of 
timber in July and August, when ordinarily 
they run until December. This is cited as 
an evidence of the supply of stock available 
being materially short of the average. 

The H. D. Williams Cooperage Co.. of 
Poplar Bluff, Mo., has been incorporated, 
with $200,000 capital stock. The incorpora- 
tors are Horace D. Williams, D. G. Taylor 
and E. S. Roberts. The Gauley Heading 
& Stave Co., of Charleston, W. Va., is 
another new company, with $50,000 capital 
stock. The incorporators are William and 
John L. Dickinson, John Wehrle, J. C. Ma- 
lone and C. G. Peyton. 


I. N. Bushong, of the Buckeye Stave Co., 
was in Minneapolis last week. He regards 
the stock situation as exceptionally strong, 
especially with the favorable outlook for the 
apple crop. The eastern market is quite 
unlike that of the northwest, as there is an 
active demand for about everything in the 
east, with prices higher and strong. His 
company is shipping much of the product 
of the Gladstone factory east, owing to the 
relatively better prices to be obtained by so 
doing. ik 

Of cooperage in Chicago, the Northwest- 
ern Lumberman of May 28, says: ‘‘The 
price of tierces has advanced again this 
week, sales now being made on a basis of 
97 1¢e. There is practically no sale for pork 
barrels, nominal quotations being 7244@75c. 
Tierce staves are in a little better demand, 
prices ranging from $17.50@18.50. A very 
light movement of pork staves is reported 
at from $14@$15. Tierce hoops are scarce, 
but sales are still being made on a $12 ba- 
sis. If the improved demand for tierces 
continues, it is likely that a decided scarcity 
of hoops will develop, with higher prices in 
consequence. Pork hoops are quiet at from 
$7@$8. There has been no change in the 
heading market. Tierce heading is quoted 
at 131¢@14c and pork heading at 10%(@ 1li¢e. 
Flour ‘barrel cooperage is quiet in this mar- 
ket and prices are low. There is practically 
no sale for hickory hoops. Flat ash staves 
for butter tubs are wanted to some extent. ’’ 


Sutherland-Innes Co., Ltd., Chatham, 
Ont: ‘‘There is really very little indeed to 
say regarding the cooperage stock situa- 
tion. We are getting all the orders we can 
possibly fill for stock and prices are advanc- 
ing all along the line. Owing to the low 
prices which are being maintained in the 
northwest we are practically off this market, 
voly filling what few contracts we have on 
our books and leaving new business alone. 
Unless things vlter very materially we. will 
be selling very little stock indeed on your 
market this year. As far as we can see, there 
will not be nearly enough stock offany kind 
to go around . and it is only .a question of

a very short time when the Minneapolis 
market will fall in line with other markets 
and prices go up to where they should be. 
We had the pleasure of a visit yesterday 
from E. F. Defebaugh, of the Parrel 
& Box, Louisville, Ky., and as he has been 
all over the country he gave us a very fair 
idea of what the stocks were in the different 
places. aid we are surprised to hear that 
the stocks are so low at all the mills.’’ 
KANSAS CITY COOPERAGE. 

The Kansas City plant of the Oxley Stave 
Co. was sold at sheriff's sale under fore- 
closure proceedings May 24, the purchaser 
being Lowell M. Palmer. the big cooperage 
man of New York, and the price was $20,- 
000. It has not yet been announced what 
disposition will be made of the plant, but it 
is rumored that it will be absorbed, along 
with other of the Oxley company’s plants, 
by the H. D. Williams Cooperage Co. — It is 
also said that the change is in the nature of 
a reorganization of the old company. The 
plant here was made prominent not long 
since by a big labor fight and a resultant 
boycott, at the time of replacing a great 


amount of skilled hand labor by modern 
machinery. 
Cooperage continues quiet. Packing- 


house and produce orders are at about the 
usual stage, but flour-barrel cooperage is 
dull, and prospects are that it will continue 
so until the arrival of the new crop. All 
kinds of stock are in good supply, and one 
or two shops are even having difficulty in 
shutting off shipments of which they are 
not in need. Itis nearly a certainty now 
that the fruit crop throughout Kansas and 
Missouri will be rather small, if not very 
nearly a failure. The bard frosts that came 
late in the spring did great damage. and in 
an examination of a number of orchards in 
central Missouri the other day, very few ap- 


ples were found. This will be a big loss to 
coopers, for the fall fruit season is the 
busiest time of the whole year for them 


hereabouts. Even if the crop this year were 
to turn out better than is now expected, it 
would make little difference, for the proba- 
ble big crops in the east will lessen demand 
for western fruit to such a degree az to 
make it too cheap for the use of barrels, and 
bulk shipments would be the rule. Prices

Crops in South Dakota. 
4 Huron dispatch of May 27. says: There 


has been marked improvement in the grow- 
ing crops throughout South Dakota during 
the past 10 days. Showers have been fre- 
quent and well distributed. The cloudy and 
cool weather that has prevailed has been es- 
pecially favorable for wheat. This crop is 
of excellent color, rooting well and stooling 
rapidly. In localities where it was feared 
that much of the grain had been blown out 
or uncovered by the heavy winds that pre- 
vailed in April, the fields show an excellent 
stand of grain, and the damage is but tri- 
fling. Wheat generally is more promising 
than at this date for several years. Oats, 
barley and rye are making good growth, 
and are in fine condition. There is some 
corn yet to be planted, but most of the crop 
was in the ground before the late rains 
made the soil too wet for planting. The 
ucreaze to this crop, particularly in the 
southern counties, is considerably larger 
than last year. The growth of native grass 
is almost phenomenal. especially on the 
ranges west aud near the Missouri river. 
Generally speaking, the season is somewhat 
earlier than last year, and crops farther ad- 
vanced. 


The Orange Judd Farmer report for June 
makes the winter wheat acreage 25,651,000 
acres. after allowing for 1,000,000 acres 
abandoned in California.

marketed this month. We_ will then have 
two months and Europe nearly three to eke 
out with old crop before the new is moving 
in sufficient volume to relieve the scarcity. 

Where, then, is the wheat to come from in 
sufficient volume to reduce prices much 
from the late and present level shippers are 
still compelled to pay, during June and Ju- 
ly? Either they must stop buying to any 
extent, or we must keep present prices or 
nearly in effect to new crop, unless some 
other, country can supply the deficit mean- 
time. Authorities on the other side say this 
cannot be expected. Upon this will turn 
the test of the bears’ views of new crop val- 
ues, at least for the first three months of 
the new crop year, when all the wheat avail- 
able will be wanted to fill up even in pait 
the depleted reserves everywhere. ‘That we 
ean go back to anything like old prices for 
the first three new crop mouths, even for the 
tirst six, does not therefore now seem in the 
range of possibilities. If under $1 wheat is 
seen at the seaboard for contract grade the 
tirst three months of the new crop year, 
then Europe's crops will have to turn out 
better and be harvested earlier than now 
seems likely, and everything will have to 
favor the crop of the world to reduce the ex- 
port value of wheat much under that figure 
the first half of the crop year. Indeed the 
rest of the world, or the majority of the 
wheat-raising countries, will have to raise 
more than average crops to bring wheat be- 
low a $1 basis during the entire coming 
year, for never have been the reserves run 
so low the world over as they will be this 
year in the history of the trade, if statistics 
and authorities are anywhere near right. 

Corn has been more steady than wheat on 
continued wet weather west and bad out- 
look for the new crop, which has offset the 
re-selling of over-bought exporters on the war 
blockade scare of a month ago, though at 
the close they are buying again ; while ex- 
porters also admitted improving demand 
for September, as well as prom pt shipment 
wheat to the continent, late in the week, 

other feedstuffs and foodstuffs, including 
flour and rye, have been still more neglect- 
ed, as the squeeze in May rye at Chicago 
has kept it above an export basis until near 
close, while May wheat has held flour too 
high for export or home trade. 

The Denver bakers’ new scale exacts that 
foremen shall receive at least $16 a week.
